Subah aimed at, according to the Cultom of his Preqe

On Wednejday the 16th a Firing was heard to the 
Northward, which proved to be an Attack made upon 
the Redoubt at Perrin ’’s by the Van of the Nabob’s 
Army, who were advanced as far as Mr. KelfalL 's Gar¬ 
den at Cbitpoor , and were attempting to enter Calcutta on 
the.' Side, by forcing the Poll before mentioned. The 
Reception they met with at this Redoubt, obliged them 
to. abandon the Defign of entering the Town at that 
Avenue, and we found their Army had wheeled oft’ to 
the Eaftward towards Dumdumma , which Side of our 
Town was quite expoled and defencelefsIt was hoped 
however, that the Men they loft at Perrin's, would have 
cooled their Ardour, and have made the Nabob liften 
to Terms of Accommodation :—All Tburjday we were 
pretty quiet, excepting the Difturbance occafioned by 
a Band of Robbers attending the Nabob’s Camp, who 
had entered the Town in feveral Quarters, and plun¬ 
dered every Houfe they came to:—The Enemy had now 
entirely furrounded the Town, and on Friday the 
18th June in the Morning, attacked the Entrenchments 
on every Side with the Mufqueteers of their Army: 
They had infinitely the Advantage over us in this At¬ 
tack, as they could fire upon our Men from the Tops, 
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umverfal Confufion that prevailed, and that the Ships 
were dropping down the River, thought the Danger 
much greater than it really was, and began to confult 
their own Safety, by leaving the Shore and rowing away 
as hift as thev could, either to the Ships or to the other 
Side of the River, rnaugre all that could be laid or done 
to prevent them-—-Among thofe who left the Faftory in 
this unaccountable Manner were the Governor, Mr. 
Drake, Mr. Macket, Captain Commandant Min chin, and 
Captain Grant: —In lels than a Quarter of an Hour

It is with great Pleafure \vc find that the late happy Re¬ 
volution, and your Care, have produced what we had 
very little Reafon to expect from the late Nabob, a 
Grant from the prefent Nabob of fuch large Sums, to 
make good the Lofles of the feveral Inhabitants, as we 
are litisfied. are much more than furficienc to indemnify 
them, even with Intcreft thereon.

obvious Particulars, are taken into the Account, it will 
appear that the Company will Itill be considerable Suf¬ 
ferers. It is highly realbnable therefoie, if the feveral 
Inhabitants are paid out of the Money ftippiated in the 
d reary with ■ the Nabob for that Purpofe, the full 
Amount of their refpe&ive Lofles, together with Intereft 
thereon, that ail the Surplus fnould be applied to the 
Company’s Ufe: We (ball expeft to hear you have 
ailed in this Manner, and that fuch Surplus has been 
accordingly depofited in our Cafh ; and we direft that 
you obferve this as a Rule for your Conduct in the Dil- 
cribution; of any further Sums of Money on this Ac¬ 
count. We do not intend by this to break in upon any

When the Army marched, Meer JaJjiWihid promifed 
that he and his Son would join them with a large Force 
at Cutwa .‘—‘When they arrived there, they faw no Ap¬ 
pearance of Force to join them; but received Letters 
from Meer Jaffier, informing him, that the Nabob had 
fufpefted his Defign, and made him fwearon the Koran „ 
that he would not aft again ft him j and therefore he 
could not give the promifed Aftiftance; but that when 
they met Serajab Dowla in the Field, he would then 
aft:—At the fame Time Omichund received Tvvd or 
Three Letters from the Nabob’s Camp, that the Affair 
was dilcovered, and that Meer Jajfier and the Nabob 
were one.—That his Lordfhip was much puzzled ; for 
he thought it extremely hazardous to pafs a River, 
which is only fordable in one Place, march 150 Miles 
up the Country, and R ilk a Battle, when, if a Defeat 
endued, not One Man would have returned to teli it. 
In this Situation he called a Council of War; and the 
Queftion he put was, Whether they ftiouid crofs the 
River, and attack Serajab Dowla with their own Force 
alone, or wait for further Intelligence ? Every Member 
gave their Opinion againft the Attack, till they had re¬ 
ceived further Intelligence, except Captains Coote and 
Grant. His Lordlhip obferved, this was the only Coun¬ 
cil of War that ever he held, and if he had abided by 
that Council, it would have been the Ruin of the Eajt 
India Company. After about 24 Hours mature Con- 
fidcration, his Lordfliip faid, He took upon himfclf to 
break through the Opinion of the Council, and ordered 
the Army to crofs the RiverHe did not recollcft 
any Memorial from Captain Coote upon that Oecafion, 
nor was he ot Rank lufficient at that Time to have any 
Influence upon his Conduct ; and whatever he did upon 
that Oecafion, he did without receiving Advice from 
any one. ' 

Lord Clive further faid, in Explanation of the afore¬ 
going Evidence, That Calcutta was taken by Serajab 
Dowla in June 1756, upon the Pretence of a Black 
Merchant being protected by the Englijh: That Mr. 
Watts was Two or Three Months employed in the Ne¬ 
gotiation of the Revolution; and the Correfpondence 
was carried on entirely between himfclf and Mr. Watts 
that he did not know exaftly the Amount of the Trea 
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As to the fifticious Treaty, Lord Clive informed Your 
Committee, That when Mr* trails had nearly accom¬ 
plished the Means of carrying that Revolution into Exe¬ 
cution, he acquainted him, by Letter, that a frelh Dif¬ 
ficulty had ftarted; that Omichund had infifted upon 5 
per Cent, on all the Nabob’s Treafures, and 30 Lack in 
Monty; and threatened, if he did not comply with that 
Demand, he would immediately acquaint Serajfb Dowla 
with what was going on, and Mr. Watts ftiouid be put 
to Death:—That when he received this Advice, he 
thought Art and Policy warrantable in defeating the 
Purptifes Of fuch a Villain; and that his Lordlhipliim- 
ielf formed the Plan of the fictitious Treaty, to which 
the Committee consented 5 it was lent to Admiral Wat-' 
Jan, who objefted to the figning of it; but to the belt 
Of his Remembrance gave the Gentleman who carried it 
(Mr . Lujkingicn) Leave ro fign his Name upon it:— 
That his Lordfliip never made any Secret of it; he 
thinks it warrantable in fuch a Cafe, and would do it 
again a hundred Times; He had no interefted Motive 
in doing it, and did it with a Defign of diAppointing the 
Excitations of a rapacious Man :—That he never heard 
that Mr. Watts had made a Promtfe to Omichund of any 
Money, direftly or indireftly>—That when he was laft 
Abroad, he had given the fame Account, which is enter¬ 
ed in the Public Proceedings: Thar Omichund was em¬ 
ployed only as an Agent to Mr. Watts , as having mofl. 
Vo will. 
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lure of Serajab Dowla, but believed about Three or 
Four Millions; that the final Terms of the Agree¬ 
ment between Meer jajjier and Mr. Watts were° not 
agreed on till a few Days before the March of the Army;

vince of Bengal .— That he had the Advantage of a 
Diy’s March of our Army, with an Army compofed 
almoft entirely of Cavalry, unincumbered with Bag¬ 
gage.-—That on the 7th he got within 10 Miles of 
him; he marched off in the Night, and took his Way 
acrols the Mountains, to enter the Province of Bengal 
in another Part; a Road through whiqh no Army be¬ 
fore had ever marched; but through which however 
the Witnefs made a Shift to follow him, and on the 
4th of April joined the old Nabob, who was in the 
Field.—That, on the 6th, with their uraced Armies, 
they got fo near the Prince, that he propofed to the Na¬ 
bob that he would give him a Body of Cavalry, and 
fome fpare Horfes to affift him in carrying tjie Euro¬ 
peans, who were exhaufted and fpent with Fatigue, 
and he would attack the Prince in his Camp thac 
Night: This he would not comply with, and che 
next Day he came up however with the Rear of their 
Army, a River only dividing them; that he again lenc 
repeated Mdfages to the Nabob, to beg he would only 
inarch a Body of Cavalry, to keep the Enemy in play, 
until he could come up with his Infantry; but this 
he would never content to, and the Enemy marched off 
unmoleited ; and in Two Days after took the fame Road 
into the Province of Bahar.: That afraid for the Safety 
of Patna, which he knew was deftitute of Troops, he 
detached Captain Knox, with 200 Europeans, a Battalion 
of Sepoys , and. Two Pieces of Cannon, to march with 
all the Expedition he poffibly could for the Relief of 
Patna, if ihe Prince Ihould befiege it: He came in 
Time to fave the City ; on which the Prince had made 
Two general Alfaults, and was preparing for a l hird, 
when Captain Knox arrived with fome Part of his De¬ 
tachment, and obliged him to raife the Siege a Second 
Time.—That he remained in Camp with the old Nabob, 
and his Son, until the 16th of May, when again he 
marched with his Son againft the Nabob of Purnea, 
whom the old Nabob had endeavoured to bring back 
to his Duty, but which the other refilled, and would 
comply with none of his Terms, broke his Prorriifo 
■with the Witnefs, and was fetting out with an Inten¬ 
tion of joining the Prince.—On the 22d he again 
reached Patna, and crofted che River there; but be¬ 
fore that happened, Captain Knox, whom he had order¬ 
ed to march from Patna crofs the River, and en¬ 
deavour to flop the Progrels of the Nabob of Purnea, 
fo that we might get up with him, had taken a ftrong 
and judicious Poll, and was attacked by the Nabob’s 
whole Army, and maintained his Poll; with great Bra¬ 
very.—That they joined in Purfuit of the Enemy, who 
was retreating as fall: as they could. On the 27th he 
came up with them ; the young Nabob with his Arury 
in the Rear Two Miles; the Cannonading began be¬ 
tween the Two Armies * he loon feized their Cannon, 
Vol. HI.'

,nQt lend htfn One; Horfeman : Thac they, continued 
purfuing the Nabob of Purnea, until the 3d of July; 
they were to have continued their March next Day, 
when between One and Two o’Clock in the Morning 
Mr. Lit/hington came into his Tent with a Harcarra 
(or Mefl'enger) and told him the young Nabob was 
'dead ; thac it would be difficult to exprefs his Surprife, 
which was followed by his Enquiries, to know how this 
Accident had happened, which he was told was by a 
Flafh of Lightning, as he lay on his Bed: In a few Mi¬ 
nutes after, his Duan (or Prime Minifter) came to the 
Witnefs in the greateft Diftrefs, aftemng him that if 
fomething was not immediately done, the Cbntequenre 
would be, the Plunder of the Camp, and the Nabob's 
Troops marching off wherever they thought proper: 
There was no Way to prevent this Accident, and the 
Confufion which mud follow, but to endeavour to keep 
his Death a Secret from his Army, that we might gain 
Time to bring over fome of the Jarhautdars of the 
greateft Confequence, and attach them to our Intereft: 
That they fenc for One or Two of thofe he thought 
he could molt confide in, cold them the Story, and re¬ 
quefted them, as a Mark of the Regard they had for 
their old Maker, to continue faithful in the Service 
of the old Nabob, and to bring over, by Degrees, ats 
many of the other Jamautdars as they could, to this 
way of thinking; that he, on his Part, would ufe all 
his Endeavours with the old Nabob, that all the 
Arrears of Pay, and all the juft Demands they might 
have, Ihould be fettled to their Satisfaction: That we 
then determined, that the Army Ihould march back 
towards Patna ; and give out that the young Nabob 
was ill; this was performed in Seven Days, and: d urine- 
this whole Time, except the People who were entrufted 
with the Secret, the Army had no Knowledge of the 
young Nabob’s Death. The Witnefs faid, This was 
the Narrative of his ^Campaign; . thac foon after his 
Arrival at Patna, abo*ut the 28th or 29th of July, or 
the Beginning of Auguji, he received Advice of Mr. 
Vanjittart 's Arrival at Calcutta, as Governor. 
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Colonel Caillaud then read to the Committee the f 
lowing Letter.

24th Inftant. My. laft Letters of the 24th, and thofe 
of Yefterday of the 28th, contain all I can urge in fa¬ 
vour of our Return to Patna with the young Nabob.— 
You lean aifo convinced of the Neceffity of it fince 
the Receipt of Mr. Amy all's Letters: I fhall be glad to 
find it further confirmed by the Sentiments of the Seleft 
Committee. 

I am not Matter enough of the Subjeft, to know 
how the Company’s Inveftment of Salt Petre will be 
lo much hurt this Year, and that you fear, Succours 
will arrive too late to prevent fuch Mifchief; but this I 
am very confident of, that if we do not fend Succours, 
the whole Province may be loft, and many Years Ih- 
veftments to come. 

I will endeavour now, Sir, to reply as fully as I can 
to the Subj-dt on which you defire fo earneftly to know 
my Sentiments, and hope what l have to fay will fo 
fully fansfy you, that I need not at leaft leave the Army 
until the Campaign is quite concluded, as I think iV 
cannot be done without Prejudice to our Affairs. 

T t Bad 
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him for a better, without running the Rifk of much 
greater Inconveniences attending on Inch a Change, 
than thofe we now labour under .—-1 prefume, the efta- 
blifhing .Tranquillity in thefe Provinces, would refcore 
to us all the Advantages of Trade we could with for 
the Profit and Honour of our Employers; and 1 think 
we bid fairer to bring that Tranquillity about by our 
prefent Influence over the Subah, and by fupporting 
him, than by any Change which can be made.—No new 
Revolution can take Place without a Ccrrainty of 
Troubles, and a Revolution will certainly be the Con- 
fequence whenever we withdraw oor Protection from 
the Subah — We cannot in Prudence neither, I believe, 
leave this Revolution to Chance; we muft in feme 
Degree be inflrumcntal to bringing it about; in fuch 
a Cafe, it is very poflible we may raife a Man to the 
Dignity, juft as unfit to govern, as little to be depended 
upon, and in fhort as great a Rogue, as our Nabob; 
but perhaps not fo great a Coward, nor fo great a 
Fool, and of Confequcnce, much more difficult to 
manage.—As to the lnjuftice of fupporting this Man 
■on Account of his Cruelties, Oppreffions, and his being 
detelied in his Government, I lee fo little Chance in 
this bleflcd Country of finding a Man endued with the 
oppolite Virtues, that I think we may put up with thefe 
Vices with which we have no Concern, if in other Matters 
we find him fitted for our Purpofe. 

As to his Breach of his Treaty, by introducing the 
Dutch laft Year, that was never fo clearly proved, I 
believe, but as to admit of fotpe Doubt.—Colonel t/iw, 
before he left the Country, Teemed fatisfied, that what 
was fufpicious in his Conduct in that Affair, proceeded 
not from aftual Guilt, but from the Timidity of his 
Nature. But if we dill lufpect him from further Cir- 
cum fiances, we always have it in our Power to put it 
to the Teft at once, by making him aft as he ought, 
whether he will or no. 

With regard to drawing our Swords againft the 
lawful Prince of the Country, no Man can more pity 
his Misfortunes than I have done, nor would any one 
be more willing and happy to be inftrumental in affift- 
ing him to recover his juft Right—But fuch a Plan is 
not the Thought of a Day, nor the Execution of it the 
Work of a few Months; there is a powerful Party 
ft ill remains; the Vizier with the Mahrattas and jutes, 
who, notwithftanding the conftant Succefs of Abdallah 
againft them, ftill make head againft him, and fuch are 
their Rcfources and their Numbers, that I believe 
they will at laft oblige the Ptitans to leave the Coun¬ 
try; for though they cannot beat them fairly out of 
the Field, they bid fair to ftarve them out of the 

Country. . 

You have no Doubt received Advice from Mr. 
J-Iaflings, that Abdallah hath Tent Orders to the feveral 
Powers, to acknowledge the Prince King of Indoftan , 
by the Name of Shah Allum ; Rupees are ftruck by his 
Order at Banaras and Lucknow, in that Name; Orders 
are alfo given to Sbujab Dowlatt, to accept the Poll 
of Vizier 5 and our Nabob hath got, it is faid, Inftruc- 
tions to acknowledge him, and pay him the Obeifance 
due to the King of Kings, as he is filled. 

If we were perfeftly lure Abdallah would remain, as 
he fays, until he faw the Prince well fixed on the 
Throne, and the Peace and Tranquillity of the Coun¬ 
try reftored i we might, I think, all joined together, be a 
Match for the Mharattas ; but we mull be well allured, 
that Abdallah will heartily enter, and when entered, will 
firmly fupport the Caufe; for fhould this Appointment 
of his be no more (as it is poflible) than a fim filing 
Stroke to end his Expedition with the Eclat of haying 
given us a Mosul, and when a certain N umber of the 
Country Powers had entered into the Alliance, he Ihould 
think of a Return to his own Country, and leave us 
: ' ' ' 'S'TT'T’ 11- 
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to fight it out with the other contending Party, I fear 
the Vizier and the Mharattas would be too ftrong for 
thofe who remained of the Alliance, fuppofing them to 
be the Ruellahs, and Sujah Dowlatt and the Nabob of 
Bengal. —However, fuppofing all this Ihould take Place, 
why may it not be done with our Nabob in our Hand, 
ftill his Friends and his Proteftors ? 

I am this Inftant favoured with yours of the 25 th, 
and I find by your Poftfcript, that your Opinion and 
mine, with regard to the Prince, do not differ much. 
I have no Objeftion to follow the Plan you propolc.— 
Let Mr. Bafi'mgs found the old Nabob, and 1 will go 
to work with the young one, who joins me this 
Day. 

We may continue our IMarch on to Patna, the Rains 
will give us Time to negotiate, to fee we go on fure 
Grounds, and make fuch a Plan of the Alliance^ as will 
do us Honour, and be an Advantage to our Country, 
and our Employers.—But let us not abanoon the 
Nabob; befides the Reafons I have urged above. One 
more ftill remains, which I believe will have feme 
Weight, and make us cautious how we attempt, ^with¬ 
out very ftrong and urgent Reafons, any Change in the 
prefent Syftem.

Influence and Poffeflions within the Boundaries of the 
Carnatic-, it is to retreat back within thofe Limits, and 
for other Purpofes, which we Ihall hereafter exprefs, 
that we hereby appoint you a Select Committee, and 
ehtruft to your Diicretion and Abilities, the Conduct of 
cur political Affairs. 

2 . The Prefervation of our. prefent Influence in the 

Bengal Provinces, is the great Object of our Attention} 
all political Con rations m the reft of India, are only 
important, as they may affed us there. - 

3. Every Accefljon of Influence, or Poflcfiion elfe- 
v/here, which, by dividing our I roops, may prevent 
the Exertion of our whole Force, in cafe we fhould be 
attacked in that Quarter, is hazarding a Subftance 
for a Shadow; and on this Principle we Ihall never 
think Bengal fecure while there is an Englijh Soldier m 
the Myjore Country. We efteem your Coaft only as a 
Barrier to ,our Bengal Pofieffions ; and the Deprefilon of 
the French' Power in the Carnatic, and their Exclunop 
from the Circars, are the Two Objeds to which all your 
Politics fhould tend. 

4. Judge then our Anxiety at feeing a Syftem adopted 
io repugnant to our Views, as that of fupporting fde¬ 
horned Ally in the Myjore Country. We repeat, we Ihall 
not think ourfelves fecure while we have a Soldier or 
Sepoy in that Country, nor till we fee it given to fome 
Power who may preferve it as a Barrier againft the 

Ur atlas, and who may be an uleful Ally, fhould we 


ever have Occafion to call in the Affiftance of a Cc un¬ 
try Power: Thefe are our Views; but hot .being 
able to form even a probable Conjecture of what may 
happen from the Time of your laft Advices to thel'imd 
that this fhall reach your Hands, it is impoffi.bL fori iis 
to fay, how our Views are to be accomplifhed ; vve truft 
entirely to your Judgment, fo to conduct thefe delicate 
Affairs, as fhall the ieaft expofe us to the Imputation of 
violated Faith. 

5. Wer e Mabommed Ally only to be managed, the 

Condud of the Rajah of Panjore leaves an Opening to 
fatisfy him at his ’ Expence, in the Manner we ihall 
point out in the fubfequent Part of this Letter ; but 
you may poffibly find yourfclves' embarraffed with va¬ 
rious Engagements entered'into with the biorattas, or 
with the difpofleffed Princes of thole ’ Countries which 
have been conquered by Hyder Ally, or with any other 
Country Powers, with whom the Tafk may be more 
difficult, and for which we can give no pofitive Direc¬ 
tions.—Whenever the great Puipofe of retiring again 
within the Boundaries of the Carnatic (having firft ie- 
cured a proper Barrier) is obtained, the Defence thereof, 
and the Redudion of the vaft Forces now kept up by the 
Company and the Nabob, muft be ftridly attended to ;

7. Ic appears mod unreafonable to us, that the 
Rajah of Panjore fhould hold Poffeffion of the mull, 
fruitful Part of the Country, which can alone fupply 
our Armies with Subfiftence, and not contribute to the 
Defence of the Carnatic.— W e obferve the Nabob makes 
very earneft Reprefentations to you bn this Subjed, in 
his Letter, entered in the Book of Country Correfpon- 
dence, wherein he takes Notice that the. Zemindars of 
the Carnatic have been fupported, and their Countries 
preferved to them, by the Operations of our Forces em¬ 
ployed in his Caufe, and that nothing was more noto¬ 
rious than that Three former Princes of the Carnatic 
had received from the Panjore Rajah JO, 80, nay even 
100 Lacks of Rupees at a Time ; that to the preceding 
Nizam he had paid a Contribution of 50 Lacks, and 
the prefent, if he had rnet with Succefs againft our 
Army, would, not have been content with dels than a 
Crore of Rupees from this Rajah: How juft does it 
then appear, that he fhould be made to bear tome Part of 
the Expence of thofe Meafures, to which he owes his 
Security, and the Peace of his Country.—We therefore 
enjoin you to give the Nabob fuch Support in hjs Pre- 
tenfions on the Rajah of Panjore, as. may be effectual; 
and if the Rajah refufes to contribute a juft Proportion 
to the Expence of the War, you are then to purine 
fuch Meafures as the Nabob, may think confident with 
the Juftice and Dignity of his Government.

Some Time after his Coming to the Government, he 
fent orie Nnr ran Sing, Brother to Rogeram, who is

where he arrived privately, and in JQilguittv’with. a 
■Letter from the Nabob t6 the .Governor; which the 
Governor did not think 'pYopei' to receive, as itx was 
prefented in fuch a Way-out turned Narran Sing with 
Difgrace out of the Place> The Chief of Gbjfmbuzar, 
being apprehenfive that this might occafion. feme Trou¬ 
ble, wrote to the Durbar Officers, to prevent any CorfH 
plaint being made to the Nabob, and the Affair was. 
feemingly hurtled up; but a few Days were elapfed, 
when he lent for our Vacquee], arid told him he heard 
they were making.Fortifications, and digging a Ditch 
round Calcutta -; and infifted that we ftiouid level our 
new Works, and fill up the Ditch. Upon the Yacqueel’s 
returning from the Durbar, and acquainting the Chiet 
with rvhat the Nabob fair!,"he wrote to him, that he 
had not .heard of any new TortificarionV being raided, 
or Dirch .dug; and that we were apprehenfive that our 
Enemie.s for their own iu native Advantages, had 
wifed thefe Reports; to this Letter he returned no 
Aiifwer, but lent a Purwannah to Calcutta, ordering 
them to defilt from fortifying; and to 1 level what new 
Works they had begun. He then marched to the 
Northward, and gave out he was gtsiflg WjPvttta. On 
his Arrival at Rajamaul, he received the Governor’s 
/vnlwer, at which He was greatly ihcenfed, and im¬ 
mediately ordered a Party of Horfe and Gun Men 
upon our Fadtorv, and returned back himfelf with 
the greateft Expedition with his whole Army, which 
encamped round our Fadory, and, • according to the 
mott moderate Computation, confifted of 10,000 
Horfe, and 20,000 Rajepouts, and other Gim Men, 
with a large Train of Artillery ; and then demanded the 
Chief to come out, and fee him ; the Nabob’s Duan, 
who commanded the Van of the Army, writing the 
Chief a Letter, that he might come out with great 
Safety, that no Harm fhould happen, and that he would 
introduce him to the Nabob: Upon this we thought 
proper to fend the Surgeon of the Factory . to the 
Duan ; and he gave Him the fame A durances, and fent 
him back -with a cdr.fiderabk Perfon, and a Prefent of 
Beetle; (which is efteemed a Pledge of Faith) to accom¬ 
pany the Chief to the Duan, who was to introduce' 
him to the Nabob; accordingly, agreeable to the una¬ 
nimous Opinion of the Gentlemen of the Faftory, and 
Officer of the Garrifon, the Chief went, and was pre¬ 
fented by the Duan to the Nabob; who immediately 
ordered him into Confinement, and infifted on his 
giving an Obligation, that in 15 Days Time the Gen¬ 
tlemen of Calcutta fhould level what new Works they 
had raffed, deliver up the Nabob’s Tenants, who 
had fled for Protection there; and that if it fhould be 
proved we had falfified the Company’s Duftucks, by 
giving them to thole that had no Right to them, we 
fhould pay back what the Government had fuffered 
by Lofs of Duties : The Chief, being in their Hands, 
was obliged to fign this . They then told him, that his 
figning was of no Confequence, without the' reft of 
the Council; accordingly,’upon the Surgeon’s returning 
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to the Factory, with a Eunuch of the Nabob, and 
Two or Three others, who acquainted Meffrs. Collet 
and Batfon, that it was neeeffary they Ihould go to the 
Chief and make an End of the Affair} they went, and 
were detained Prifoners, nothing more being faid about 
the Obligation the Chief had fighed. The next Day 
we Were ordered to deliver up our Ammunition and 
Cannon, which, upon mature Deliberation, we thought 
proper to comply with, in Hopes to entirely pacify the 
Nabob, and prevent his March to Calcutta. The Army 
then drew off from the Fa&ory.

Copy of Mr. Watts, his Letter to Colonel Clive, 
dated the 14th May. 

I received 
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I received a Letter Two Days ago from Mr. Scraf- 
ton, wherein he writes Omichund, that you have agreed 
to We him 5 per Cent, on whatever Money he may re¬ 
ceive on the new Contract—As I by no Means think he 
merits fuch a Favour, or has aded lb difinterefted^ a 
Part as I once imagined, X have not mentioned the 
5 'per Cent, to him. The Particulars relating, tq him, 
that are come to my Knowlege, are thele: When our 
Treaty was concluded with the Nabob, and the 20,000 
Gold Mohurs agreed to be given in Confkleration of 
the Plunder of Calcutta, the Nabob had agreed with 
Rungeet Roy and Omicbund , to pay 20,000 Gold Mo¬ 
hurs more, which they told the Nabob was to be given 
among the leading Men in Calcutta, for alien ting to 
the Treaty; befides which, the Nabob agreed to give 
a Lack of Rupees, half of which Omichund agreed 
Rungeet Roy was to have; 25,000 Rupees he was him- 
l'elf to have; and the other 75 >°°° Ru P ees waS t0 be 
difpofed of to whom Omichund thought proper to Li- 
vour ,__Thefe Particulars I had from Omichund himfelf; 
and from very good Authority have been lately in¬ 
formed, that on the Nabob’s Arrival here, Rungeet 
Roy was very preffing with him to comply with, his 
Promile of paying the 20,000 Mohurs, and the Lack 
of Rupees, in Hopes of getting Poffeffion of the Lack 
of Rupees, which the Nabob was not. inclinable to 
pay.—This Omichund obferved, and in order to gain 
Favour, at a proper Time he told the Nabob, that if 
Rungeet Roy was fuffered to interfere in our Affairs, 
the Nabob would be obliged to pay the above Sums 5 
but if he difgraced him, he would lave the Money.— 
This Advice the Nabob followed, and Omichund , in 
Confideration of this Advice, got Purwannahs, and 
Orcfers to thfe feveral Aurungs, to have his Money, 
Goods, and Effects, delivered up.—To corroborate what 
I have been informed of, I this Day afked Omichund , 
if I fhould apply to the Nabob for the Money; but 
he ad vile's me ftrenuoufiy again ft it, faying, it was a 
■i'ceret. Contrail, and by no Means proper for me- to 
mention, but he would himfelf think of Means to 
get it .—1 file wed the Articles you fent up to Omicbund , 
who did noc approve of them, but infilled on my de¬ 
manding for him 5 per Cent, on all the Nabob’s frea- 
furc, which would amount to 2 Crore of Rupees, be¬ 
fides a Quarter of all his Wealth ; and that Meer Jaffier 
Ihculd oblige himfelf to take from the Zemindars no 
more than they paid in Jaffier Cavsti s Time, lofe- 
cure Roy IDoluh to his lntereft, he propofed giving 
him a Quarter Part of whatever they coulcl dupe 
Meer Jaffier out of,—Thele, and many other Articles, 
in which his own Ambition, Cunning, and avaricious 
Views, were the chief Motives, he pofitively infilled on, 
and would not be prevailed upon to recede from one 
Article.—Perceiving his Obftinacy would only ruin 
our Affairs, and that we fhould alarm the Jealoufy, 
and lofe the good Opinion, of all People, and that 
the Accomplifhment of his Treaty (if agreed to) would 
take fame Years; Meer Jaffier likewife having ex- 
prefled an utter Diflruft and Difguft at his being any

Kaffim Aly Khan was accordingly feated on the Throne, 
and we paid him our Congratulations in the ufual 
Form: Ail the Jemmidars, Merchants, and others, re¬ 
ading in the City, came immediately, and made their 
Acknowledgments to the new Subah 5 and in the Even¬ 
ing every Thing was as perfe&ly quiet, as if there 
had been no Change. The People in general feem 
, much pleafed with this Revolution, and we are parti¬ 
cularly happy in its being brought about without the 
leaft Difturbance in the Town, or a Drop of Blood 
fpik. , 

The Advantages to the Company are great indeed. 
—The Firmaurids for the Countries of Burdwan, and 
Midnapore, and Chiltigan, we (hall receive immediately, 
as well as that for Half of the Chunam already pro¬ 
duced at Silket.—A very fevere Order has already -been 
iffued, forbidding ail the Shrafs and Merchants to re- 
fufe the Calcutta Siccas, or to afk any Batta on them. 
A Supply of Money will be lent with the Colonel for 
the Payment of the Troops at Patna, and we have even 
fome Hopes of obtaining Three or Four Lacks beftdes

Wc are the more pleafed with this fortunate Event 
at this Time, when the Approach of Peace in Europe 
gives us Realbn to fear the other European Nations will 
find Leifure to difturb us here. We 11)all now have 
ftrong Refources within ourfelves, and an Ally whofe 
Attachment to the Company may be relied on. The 
old Nabob could by no Means be depended on for fuch 
an Occafion j both his Means and Defire of fupporring 
us were very uncertain, as his Behaviour in the Dutch 
Troubles evinced. 

The old Nabob did not think himfelf fafe even for 
one Night in the City : Kaffim Aly Khan lupplied him 
with Boats, and gave-.him Leave to take away as many 
of his Women as he defired, and a reafonablc Quantity 
of Cloaths and jewels. We furniftied him with a ftrong 
Efcort of Europeans and Sepoys, and intended to lodge 
him at Herogil, but he would not truft himfelf there, 
and begged he might fleep in his Boats clofe to Morad- 
hag, which he did accordingly. We fhall take Care 
that Kaffim Aly Khan provides every Thing that is con¬ 
venient and handfome for himfelf and his Women, and 
fettle upon him 'a fufficient Allowance for his Main¬ 
tenance, and then difpatch him with a ftrong Efcort to 
Calcutta. You will -plcafe to provide Two Houfes for his 
Reception ; there are Two belonging to Sooberam By- 
Jtck and Raufbetry Seat, which the Ray Rayen occupied, 
when he was in Calcutta ; if thefe can be had, wc judge 
they will anfwer very well.

His legitimate Wife, called 'The Begtm, Mother of

The old Nabob is now pretty cafy, and feems to be 
reconciled to che 1 ofs of a Power which he owns to 
have been rather a Burthen than a Plcafure, and too 
much for his Abilities to manage, fmee the Death of 
his Son; and the Enjoyment of the reft of his Days 
in Security, under the Englijh Prote&ion, feems to be 
the chief Object of his Willies. 


N* 1. Tranflation of an Addrefs prefented to the. 
Nabob Jajffier Aly Khan by the Governor ; dated 
18th OQaber 1760. 

When I was at Madrajs, Colonel Clive frequently 
wrote to me on the State of Affairs in this Country, 
and told me, that whenever he quitted this Country- 
to return to Europe, he would procure my Appoint¬ 
ment to the Government. The Fnendfhip and Con¬ 
nexions between your Excellency and the Colonel are 
well known to me, and I hoped to have found all Af¬ 
fairs carried on entirely according to the Treaty; but 
what 1 obferved upon my Arrival, I fhall now lay before 
you particularly. 

Firft, The Englijh Forces who are employed in your 
Service, and in the Support of your Government ac 
Azimabat, are kept without their Pay. 

Secondly, The Forces of the Sircar, who are ftationed 
in thofe Parts, are difeontented, and difaffefted to the 
Service,- for Want of Pay. 

Thirdly, The Sepoys at Muxadabad had furrounded 
the Palace in a tumultuous Manner for the Arrears of 
their Pay, and endangered your Life: How deeply I 
was affedled cannot be exprdfed; God is Witnefs of 
what I felt upon that Occafion. 

Fourthly, I plainly perceived, that the Minifters of 
this Court, from their Covetoufnels and bafe Difpo*

Gentlemen, 

We have been honoured with your Favour of the 
at ft, and .one from the Prefident of the 20th Inftanr, 
by which we have been informed of the great Succefs 
that has attended'your Operations: We muft congra¬ 
tulate you urt your having amply eftc&ed the intended 
Purpoles, without the Effufion of Blood, or any Dif- 
turblnce; and are highly pleafed to find the Nabob fo 

well 
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well reconciled to his prefent Situation. We doubt not 
but what has been To well begun, will be concluded for 
the Benefit and Advantage of the Company; and that 
the Affairs of the Government will, in future, be put on 
a fecure and proper Footing. 

We have given the ncceffary Directions for the Recep¬ 
tion and Accommodation of the old Nabob, whenever 
he arrives in Calcutta.

7. It is infinuafed in the Memorial, that the 
Nabob’s Avarice and Cruelty had made him the Detef- 
tation of all good Men, and that he was in the Hands 
of bad Minifters, under whofe Mai Adminiftration the 
Country was greatly oppreffed; as an Inftance whereof, 
the Scarcity of Grain at that £ity is produced. To 
thefe Minifters are aferibed the great Difficulties the Na¬ 
bob laboured under Jor Want of Money to anfwcr the 
Expences of the Government, and to pay the Army, 
rendered mutinous for Want of their Arrears; befides 
which inteftine Danger, the Provinces were threatened 
an Invafion by the Shahzadah with a powerful Army, 
and fcveral of the Rajahs and Zemyndars were on the 
Point of revolting: To encounter all which there was 
nothing but a dilaffcded Army. Mr. Vanfittart ap¬ 
peals to every By-dander for the Truth of thefe Fads, 
and of the imminent Peril to which the Country was 
expofed; he declares his Intentions were only to remove 
the bad Minifters; for which Purpofe he carried up 
with him the Party of Europeans and Sepoys: He 
proceeds to fet forth the Manner in which the old Na¬ 
bob was removed from the Government, and Coffim

Ally Chan raifed. He fays, People in general were 
pleafed with the Revolution, and makes a Merit of its 
being effected without the leaft Disturbance in the 
City, or a Drop of Blood fplic. He concludes, with 
reprefenting the Anxiety the Nabob exprelTed to get 
from the City through Fear of Coffim Ally Khan ; and 
obferves, that he appeared pretty eafy and reconciled 
to the Loft of his Power, which he owned to be rather 
a Burthen chan a Pleafure, and too much for his 
Abilities to manage fince the Death of his Son; and 
that the Enjoyment of the reft of his Days in Security, 
under the Englijh Protection, Teemed to he the chief 
Objed of his Willies. > 

8. It is very natural for any Perfon who takes an 
uncommon Step, to endeavour to vindicate himfelt by 
the moft fpecious Arguments, and the moft plaqfible 
Realbning he can devife, and nothing lefs could be ex¬ 
pected from Mr. Vanfittart , after having brought about 
fo unprecedented a Revolution. He has told his Story 
with all the Aggravations the Nature of it would ad¬ 
mit; notwichftanding which, we do not imagine the 
Rea Tons he has given in fupport of fo violen t a Mea- 
fure, will prove favisfadory to the World. He takes 
great Pains to blacken Mir Jaffier’s Character, in order 
to prejudice Men’s Minds againft him, and lays great 
Strefs upon the Scarcity of Grain in the City; but we 
apprehend Mr r Vanfittart does not judge 1 b harlhly from 
that Circumftaoce, after what he has himfeif experienced 
laft Year: for , notwithftanding all the Care we are 
nqt to doubt he has taken.

Nuddea 
Countries were affigned over to the Company for the 
Payment of^^.the Nabob’s Debt; ■ Mickiapocrr, the Fron¬ 
tier to the South Weft, was over-run by the Morattas ; 
Bqerbocp, -and other Zamypdarifs, with the Province 
of Purnea, under Kuddum Hujfien Chat;, were afleded 
towards the Shahzadah, who h^d under Contribution 
thje whole Province of Bahar, except thy City of Patna , 
and a fmall Diftrid around it; Chittagong, the Eaftcrn 
Bayrier, did little more than defend itfcjf againft the 
Incurfion of the Mifggs, Inhabuants of Arracan, who 
ufed every Year to come into. Bengal for Plunder. 
There remained only the Dacca Province ; the Diftrids 
round Morjhedabad ; the liadjhy and Dinagepoor Coun¬ 
tries, to fupply the immenfe Expence of the War; 
and here lay the Nabob’s .piftryfs,, that wjth One Fourth 
Part, if fo much,, of the accuftopned Revenue^, he was 
obliged to maintain an Army greater than any Nabob 
did before him, and the Engli/h Army was not the leaft 
confiderabie Part pf the Burthen; for trufting moft tp 
them, he paid them firft, which Preference was the 
Caufe of pifepntent to the Country Troops: And 
though the Force we had in the Field againft an Enemy, 
whom Cplonel Clive had but a very fHoJ t Tjmc before 
drove opt of the Country, far, exceeded thofe ; the 
Colonel had with him, yet no material Advantage 
waa gained over them, but the Country, was over-run 
and ravaged by them; and by frequent Marches and 
Countermarches, pur own Armies became as deftm&ive 
as thofe of the Invaders. No Wander than at thep?-. 
rilous Condition, to which Mir Jaffier wa* reduced, to 
extricate him from which it behoved us to exert our 
utmoft Abilities ^ inftead whereof he was ty§ated with 
the greateft Indignity by ps, and bafely turned opt of 
h»$ Government.

Thefe were very ferious 
Events indeed; and had it not been for one well-timed 
vigorous Aft of Major Munro, and the unwearied Zeal 
and Military Abilities of General Car me, who totally 
fupprdfed the Spirit of Mutiny among the Soldiers, 
your PoffeiTions in India might, at this T ime, have been 
deftitute of a Man to fupport them, and even the Pri¬ 
vilege of Commerce irrecoverably crufhcd. Common

7. The War, which, to my great Concern, I found 
extended above 700 Miles from the Prefidency, is now 
happily concluded, and a Peace eftablifhed upon Terms 
which promife lading Tranquillity to thefe Provinces. 
This Event has, I find, difappointed the Expeditions 
of many, who thought of nothing but a March with the 
King to Delhi. My Refolution however was, and my 
Hopes will always be, to confine our Affiftance, our 
Conqueft, and our Poffeffions, to Bengal, Babar, and 
Orixa: To go farther is, in my Opinion, a Scheme fo 
extravagantly ambitious and abfurd, that no Governor 
and Council in their Senfes can ever adopt it, unleis the 
whole Syftem of the Company’s Intereft be firft entirely 
new modelled. 

8. I forbear troubling you with a Detail of the 
Negotiations of General Gamete and me, with the 
Country Powers, and the Particulars of the Treaty of 
Peace with the Vizier of the Empire, as they will be 
fpoken of at large in the Letter from the Seleft Com¬ 
mittee, and appear likewife upon the Face of our Pro¬ 
ceedings. I will, however, juft remark, that our re-

Regard to fuch diftinguilhed Merit, by conferring to his 
Acceptance of his Majefty’s Bounty. 

6. If the Picture I have drawn be a faithful Likenefs 
of the Prefidency, (and I call upon the moil guilty, for 
guilty there are, to ffiew that 1 have aggravated a Fea¬ 
ture) to what a deplorable Condition muft your Affairs 
foon have been reduced? Every State (and fuch now is 
your Government in India) muft be near its Period, 
when the Rage of Luxury and Corruption has feized 
upon its Leaders and Inhabitants.

Six or Seven Gentlemen from the Academy at 
Woolwich , for Artillery Officers; this being a Service 
that fuffers extremely, for want of Perfons properly 
inftructed to conduft it; fince no Officer, who knows 
the 'Benefit of the Infantry Service here, will chufe to 
quit it for any Advantage the Artillery will afford. 

2$. Already we feel the good Effe&s of regimenting 
your Troops ; Discipline, Subordination, and Econo¬ 
my, begin to take place. Had General Comae* s 
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Meric been much ; greater, if poffible, than It is, he 
could not effect this of himfejf, unaffitted as he was by 
Field Officers, and thwarted, as he always has been, 
by the late Governors and Councils. We have already 
iffued pur Orders for ftriking off Half the Double Batta, 
and ffial], in a very few Days, put your Forces entirely 
upon a Footing with the Troops on the Coaft of Cho- 
romandel , which will be reducing your Military "Ex- 
pences as low as they can well bear, confidently with 
your Intereft and the Good of the Service. 

26. Before we quit this Subjeft, we muft requeft, in 
the ftrongeft Manner, that you will fuppiy us, for the 
firft Year, with 10,000 Stands of Small Arms, and 
afterwards with 4 ,coo annually, which will, in future, 
anfvver all our Demands, if propbr Care be taken in the 
Purchafe. Of late Years; the bad Quality of your 
Small Arms, in general, has expofed your Poffeffions 
to .the greateft Rifk and Danger. The Locks are ill 
finifiled, and the Metal, fo badly tempered as not to ftand 
the Heat of-the Sun, in this Climate. We are there¬ 
fore perfuaded it would prove, in the End, much to 
your Advantage, if you purchafed all your Small Arms 
of the fame Perfons who furnifh the Government, and 
pay at the Rate of 27 inftead of 18 Shillings per Fire¬ 
lock ; fince Experience demonftrates they will continue 
ierviceable for double the Time, without being liable 
to the lnconvenicncies above jrcprefenced. The Iron 
Founder, whom you lent out on the Kent, died on his 
Paffage to this Place; but as the calling of Shot and 
Shells in this Country is an Object of great Importance, 
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plaints made of grievous Exaftions and Oppreffidns, we 
determined, upon Mr. jfohnjlone's, refigning your Service, 
to appoint Mr. Verclfi, in Quality of Supervifor of thofe 
Revenues, in order to form the beft Judgment poffible 
of the t^aufe of this yearly Deficiency of the real Value 
of the Lands, the belt Method of improving and letting 
them; and alfo to procure the neceffary Materials 
for a Plan to conduft the Collections, in future, in fuch 
Manner as fball appear tnoft conducive to your Intereft, 
and likely to promote the Happinefs of the People. 
It is with Pleafure we acquaint you, that we have the 
greateft Reafon to be facisfied with Mr. Vereljt' s Atten¬ 
tion to the feveral Objefts recommended, and the Dili¬ 
gence he has exerted during his fhorc Refidence in 
that Country; of which you may form feme Judgment 
from his Memorial to the Committee, annexed to our 
Proceedings of the 14th of September. 

28. It was in confequence of this Memorial that we 
formed our Refolution of that Date, to withdraw the 
FaCfory, and alfo to recall the Member of the Bolrd 
refident at Klidnapoor, the Collections and Bufineft of 
which may as conveniently be tranfafted by a junior 
Servant, at a much lels Expence. Many are the in con* 
vcniencies, befides the extraordinary Charges incurred, 
that refuit from fuch Appointments, which we confider 
as neceffary only at thofe Subordinates where your prin¬ 
cipal Invert men ts are made. We are convinced, by 
very late Experience, that the moft flagrant Oppmffions 
may be wantonly committed in thofe Employments, by 
Members of the Board, which would not be tolerated in 
jumor Servants; and that the Dread and Awe annexed 
to their. Station, as Counfellors, has coo frequently- 
fkreened them from Complaints, which would be lodged, 
without Fear or Scruple, againft inferior Servants. 

2^. But there are other manifold Inconveniencies, of 
ftill more pernicious EffeCt to the Service, that refuJc 
fioni thofe Appointments: 1 fence it was found necef¬ 
fary to enlarge the Council from Twelve to Sixteen 
Members, that there might be a fufficient Number to con¬ 
duct the Bufinefs of the Preficlency, and alfo to manage 
your Afrairs at the Ou-t Settlements, either in Quality 
of Chiefs or Refideots. ■ What is the Confequence, but 
fuch perpetual Changes and Revolutions at the Board as 
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we ftrongly recommend that you will fuppiy the Lofs 
as foon as poffible, by fending Three or Four Perfons 
well verfed in that Bufinefs, that our whole Defign may 
not be fruftrated by fuch an Accident in future. It 
alfo merits-your ferious Confideration to provide, by 
every poffible Means, againft the illicit Importation of 
Small Arms to your Settlements in India, and particu¬ 
larly in Bengal. Of late Years this has become a pro¬ 
fitable Branch of Trade with the Europe Captains, as 
well as that of furniffiing the Natives with Ammunition; 
and they dude the Searches of your Officers, by fending 
round fmall Veffeis to meet them at Sea in certain 
Latitudes, or to Teneriff and Saint Jago> or die where, 
out of the Reach of your Enquiries. However, as their 
continuing fuch Practices any longer may prove fatal in 
their Confequences to all your Poffeffions in this Coun¬ 
try, we carneftly exhort, that you will immediately apply 
the moft effectual Remedy you can fuggeft, either by 
Way of Prevention, or by the vigorous and exemplary 
Punifhment of the Offenders. Ac the fame Time you 
may depend we will take every Step in our Power to 
deted the leaft Breach of your Orders on this Head, 
and obftru6l the Sale of all Kind? of Fire Arms. 

27. Having obforved the Reluctance that appeared 
, m bidding for your Farms, at the daft Sale of your 
Lands in the Burdwan Province, the great Annual De¬ 
ficiency in the Collections, and the numberlefs Com- 
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a competent knowledge of your Intereft?, and of the 
particular Duty of their own Station ? This Inarafe in 
the Number of the Board is alfo productive of a further 
Inconvenience, of the deepeft Concern to your Intereft, 
in the prefent Situation of your Affairs. To keep up 
to the Letter of your InftruCUons, we muft fill the Va¬ 
cancies in Council from the next in Succeffion, without 
Regard to the Qualifications they poffefs for the Dif- 
charge of <0 important a I ruft ; and thus commit into 
tin. Hands of. rath, inexperienced, and ignorant, young 
en, the ConduCt of a Syftem of Government which 
denqands the Diicredon, Judgment, and Steadineft of 
inore advanced Years and longer Services. Circum- 
uances are now widely, different from what they were a 
few Years fince, when you confined your whole Atten¬ 
tion to C ommerce, and were, happy in being able to 
complete your Inveftments without Infult or lisa ft ion 
rom^ the Country Government. You are now become 
the sovereigns of a rich and potent Kingdom; your 
Succefs is beheld .with Jealoufy by the other European 
Nationsy who maintain Settlements in India, and your 
Intercfts are fo extended, fo complicated, and fo con 




nedled with thofe of the feveral for sounding Powers, as

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the different Markets, is yielded a fuffictent Encourage 
merit to the Merchant, and at the fame Time brought 
Sait to the Hands of the Confumer at a more moderate 
Price than had been known in the preceding Yeats. 
Slich were the Plans which are now ftigrmtized with 
the odioiis Appellation of a Monopoly: Thefe are the 
Pians precipitately abolilhed by the Court of Dire&ors, 
jnotwirhftanding, to this Hour, they have not fubfti- 
tuted any Thing in their Room, which deferves the 
Name of Regulations, I muff here obferve, that many 
Circumftances concurred to render this Plan the moff 
eligible that could then be adopted. The Company at 
this Period having juft come into the Pofleflion of the 
Dewannee; the Nabob’s Intereft, with refpedt to the 
D.uties, wasdf Courfe no longer a Confideration ; but it 
became an O.hjed with the Sele6t Committee, how to 
enable the Coir,party to derive to thepnfelves, through 
the Channel of their Commerce, ail poffible Benefit 
from their new Acquifufons: This could not be etTcded 
but by an increaied Invrftmenc in the Manufactures of 
Bengal-, to fecure this Increafe, it became neceffary to 
reftrain the Servants from purchafing fo largely as they 
bad been accuftorned to, on private Account, Goods 
of the fame Afforernenc with the Company’s: Raw Silk 
was earneftly loug'fc for by the Court of Directors, and 
the Servants were particularly retrained in that Article, 
from which they had always derived the greacclt Profits. 
Moreover, the whole Body of Proprietors having thought 


proper at this Time to bind down by Covenant their 
Servants from the Receipt of Prefen s, and the Salaries 
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allowed by the Compaay to their Council, being inade¬ 
quate even to the Charge of a H ufe Rent, no Prof- 
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found, on the Confultacidn Of che 28th of January <77 1, 
mention made that i6,eoo Rupees, principal Money} 
was lent by the Society to the Company, on the ultra! 
Terms of 8 per Cent: per Annum intereft: That it ap¬ 
peared by the fame Confultation; that this lame Stun had 
been paid into the Trealurv fo far back as the 23d of 
November ; and that the Bonds granted for the fame 
were to bear intereft from the Time the Money was 
paid into the Treafury, though they were not executed 
till Two Months after the Payment, according to the 
ufual Cuftom of the Service; and that he fince under- 
ftood that ic war upon this Circumfiance, mifapprehend- 
ing that Two Months Intereft had been paid, that fueft 
Report took its Rife. 

And being afked. If the Governor and Council ever 
pay Intereft for their Bonds, except yearly ? he laid 
Never, when they pay the Bonds off in ready Money} 
but that ic has been a Cuftom for many Years paft, on 
the Difpacch of the Ships to Europe . that Bonds are re¬ 
ceived with the Intereft made up thereon, without any 
Regard to their Dates, and cancelled for Bills of Ex¬ 
change on Europe. 

And the W ttnefs being queftioned as to the Prices of 
Salt at Calcutta in the Year 1761, and at other Times} 
previous to the tfttblrihment of the Society} he in¬ 
formed Your Committee, That in November 176} he 
fold 55,000 Maunds at 155; in December 35,000 at 165: 
—Thofe Sales, and toe lubfequent ones, were at a Time 
when no Duties were payable in Calcutta ; but that the 
Merchants who bought of him, were fubjeCt t® the 
Duties of the Country Govern uent; and all the Taxes, 
Stoppages, and Vexations in the Courfe of the Boats up 
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pedis of returning to their Native Country remained to the Country; chat he fold the following Parcels as 
the Servants, except from the Advantages of an Inland marked: 
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Trade. Thefe are the Reafons which induced che Seledt 
Committee to lofe no Time in forming a Plan to carry 
bn this important Inland Trade. What were the Reafons 
which operated with the Court of Diredlors, to abolifh 
and fuffer the Trade to rclapfe into its former Anarchy: 
they alone can'beft explain; they have abolilhed all 
for the Inland Trade, from which che Company gained 
firft £. 120, and next £.160,0 : 0 per Annum: from which 
their Servants derived an honourable Reward of their 
Fidelity, with a reafonable Profpedt of Independency at 
the Clofe of their Servitude; from which the Native 
Merchants received their full Share of che Advantage: 
and from which the Confumer received his Salt at a more 
moderate Rate than he had done for many Years pre¬ 
ceding; a Plan equally advantageous to the Company, 
to the Country, ami to the Servants; and which, in my 
Opinion,,they will food be obliged to adopt again, or 
one fimilar to it. 

And the W itnefs being afked, Whether he thought 
the Quantity of Salt made in Bengal, was equal to the 
Confumptior) ? he laid, There were different Opinions 
upon that Subject, but in his own Opinion more than 
the Conlumption was made ; and chat this Opinion was 
formed from obferving the Difficulty che Society found 
in difpofmg of their Salt; and that fpeaking at Ran¬ 
dom, he (liquid imagine i wo Millions of Maunds 
would be fitfficienc for the Conlumption, and in fa-

1766, was opened on the til of September 1765* under the 
Denomination of Society of Trade, Letter (A.) Another 
Set of the fame Sort were opened in the following Year. 

And being afked. At what Time the Tax of 35 per

Year the Duties were payable by the Committee t>f 
Trade, as Guarantees for the Proprietors > but no Time 
was ftipulated for the Payment in the Deed of Incorpo-

April 1764, 178,991 Maunds were fold in fmall Lefts, 
1,200 at 101; the reft from 97 to 60 Rupees per roo 
Maunds, and that the Salt was at Saikey, oppoftte the 
Town of Calcutta ; on the ?.dd of November 1764 * 
20,0c® Maunds were delivered at Nulloa, about a Day’s

Gallopme ,as Adminiftrator to Mr. tVilliam Bay, deceafed, 
fold Harry Verelft 25,195 Maunds, at 95 Rupees.

And it was at the fame Price at that Time at Rajahberry , 
a Market Two Days Journey from Daeca, as appears by 
an Atteftation under the Kazy’s Seal, produced by the 
Wicnefs. The Prices of Salt at Patna were, on the 13th 
March 1763, at 270 per 100 Maund-—from 31ft Ja¬ 
nuary 1766, to u th July, the Wirnefs fold by his Agent, 
Cojamaul, 7,200, at Baboa , Suffer am, and Choufa , at 4 
Rupees 7 Annas per Maund, 01 about 444 Rupees per 
too Maunds—from 1 3 th June 1766, to 14 May 1767, 
Salt wa, fold by his Agent, Cojamqul, on the Borders of 
the Patna Province, at near 6 Rupees per Maund, or 
near from 578 to 600 Rupees per hundred Maunds, Re¬ 
tail, at Choufa and ocher Places within the Diftance of 5 
or 6 Days Sail from Patna. 

The Witnefs further faid, That the Rupees mentioned 
above were Bcnaras Sonauts; the Maunds were 80 and 
81 Sicca Weight. 

And being afked, Why Salt was at fo low a Rate at 
Patna in the Year 1763 ? he faid, Becaufe it was very 
low at Calcutta at that time, which was the Time of the 
Troubles. 

Being afked, Whether every bo„dy at that Time was 
felling their Salt, and all other Commodities, for what 
they could get ? he faid, He was not under any Appre- 
henfions, longer than the firft Months, of the breaking 
out of the War—-All the general Alarm was over after 
the Battle of Gareea , which happened on the ad of 
Auguft 1763. 

Being afked. What were the Difhmces of Choufa and 
Sajferam from Patna? he anfwered. Two Days; by 
Water, Four, or Six, according to Weather and Cur¬ 
rent. 

And the Witnefs being defxred to inform the Committee,. 
at what Prices he had fold Salt at preceding Periods; and 
having confulted his Books for that Purpofe, by Defire 
of the Committee, he cranfmiteed an Account as follows: 

** In Anfwer to the Queftion which was put to me, re- 
** lative to the Duties and Price of Salt in Bengal and 
t€ its dependant Provinces, at Periods previous and fub- 
"* fequent to the Eftablifhmenc of the Exclufivc Society 
" at Calcutta , in the Year 1764; upon a careful Exami- 
u nation of authentic Papers in my Pofiefiion, I find,

of Salt were in the Years 1764, 1765, 1766, 1767,

“ In the N Year 1769, I find, that Mefirs. Archibald

** delivered at Calcutta, the Duties being paid, 
w io,co? Maur.ds of Salt, at 126 Rupees per 
ft 100 Maunds: 

“ And to KebolramghofP, upon the fame Terms, 
“ Maunds i,Soo, at 130 Rupees per xoo 
“ Maunds. 

tf And to Sook deb Muilick 59,393 Maunds, deli ve- 
“ able at Culna, the Ground Duties being paid, 
“ at 140 Rupees per 100 Maunds. 

** The Khallery, or Ground Duty, upon the making 
of Salt, all over Bengal and Ortffa , was always ex¬ 
tremely inconfiuerable, before the Eftablifhment of the 
Regulations made by the various Committees of the 
Englijh Council at Calcutta, from the Year 1762 to 
the prefent Time; Tnfomuch that a Salt Merchanc 
making his Salt at firft hand, in a great Parc of the 
Salt Countries, could have made, tranlported and 
landed his Salt in Calcutta, within the Expence of 25 
Rupees per hundred Maunds. 

“ In the Years 1762 and 1763 I was myfelf concerned 
in a large Parcel of Salt, which being imported from 
the Provinces of Jell afore and Midnapore , and landed 
on the Shore oppofite to Calcutta, Ground Duty and 
all Charges included, ftpod the concerned at the 
Rate of Fifty-five (Rupees per hundred Maunds: 
upon the Exportation of Salt from Calcutta on our own 
Accounts, 1 and my Partners always paid the Row- 
anah Duties cftablilhcd with the Country Government; 
and upon the Stoppage of fome of our Boats for the * 
new Duties, after Governor Farftitart had fettled the 
Mongheer Treaty with the Nabob Cofm Aliy Cazvn, 
we adually paid the Duty of 9 per xoo, dlablifhed 
by that Treaty, during the Conteft upon that Subjed, 
to avoid any Appearance of a Difuute upon the Value 
of the Duty. 

“ The Medium of the Charges of tranfporting rhe 
above-mentioned Salt, from the Provinces oijellafore 
and Midnapore to Calcutta, was about 7^ Rupecs/>tr 
hundred Maunds. 

I he Committee of Lands at Calcutta, during 
Mr. Vanfitiart' s Government, about the Year 1762, 
eftablifhed a Ground Duty, which continued to 1764, 
upon all Salt made in the Company’s Twenty-four 
Pergunnahs, of Thirty Sicca Rupees per Khallery, or 
Set of Salt Pans, which were eftimated to produce in 
one Seafon from 250 to 30a Maunds each Khallery ; 
thac Duty was eftablifhed as an Improvement of the 
Company’s Revenue, which it certainly was, but it 
was at that Time looked upon as a great Encroach¬ 
ment on the Laws of the Country; upon the Elia- 
blifhment of the exclufive Society, by the Riaht 
honourable Lord Clive and theSelcd Committee at 
1 7 “ Calcutta, 
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Calcutta , in 1765, the above Khaliary Duty was by 
their Regulations abolifhed, though afterwards faid 
to be continued, and Salt throughout the Country 
was fubje< 5 led by that Committee to a Duty of 35 
per Cent, valuing the Salt at 90 sir cot Rupees per 
hundred Maunds; and in the Year 1766 they fixed 
this Duty at 50 per (§»*.—-By a Paper in my Poflfef- 
fion, which is a Copy tranfmicted to me from Bengal , 
of an Order piiblilhed in the Bengal Language, by 
the Governor and Council at Calcutta, dated the Firft 
of April 1709, it appears the whole and foie Duty 
on Salt was fixed at Thirty Rupees per hundred 
Maunds, payable upon the Difpatcii of the Salt from 
“ the Pans. 

“ Before the Eftablifhment of the before-mentioned 
exclufive Society, Calcutta had fo far become a 
“ general Repofitory and Mart for Salt, that it was 
from thence tranfported to every Part of the Country, 

“ even to Luckypore and other Places, much nearer to 
“ the Salt Grounds than Calcutta 5 fo that the Prices 
which Salt could have been afforded to be fold for at 
« all the Inland Places, upon a free Inland Trade, may 
« be very nearly and fairly computed by calculating the 
“ Rifle and Charges to the refpedtive Markets, and 
« adding them, with an equitable Profit, to the Calcutta 
« Price.” 

And Mr. Bolts being defired to give an Account of 
any Boats belonging to him being (lopped; he inform¬ 
ed Your Committee, that in the Month of OFiober 
1766, 24 Boats of old Salt belonging to him were (lop¬ 
ped by the Phoufdar at Rajamaul— they had the Com¬ 
pany’s Duftuck, and the Permit of Hooghly, having paid 
the 2 i per Cent . the Phoufdar told his Agent, as he in¬ 
formed him, that he did it by Mr. Orders } he 

applied to Mr. Sykes , but in the meantime the Phouz- 
dar infifted upon having Money, and took too Sicca 
Rupees from his Agent; the Boats were detained, and 
at a confiderable Expence to him ; that Mr. Sykes on his 
Application got them releafed, and ordered the 100 Ru¬ 
pees to be returned; he had no Allowance for Loifes 
fuftained by Demorage, nor did he,ever learn that the 
Phouzdar was punifhed.—The Obftru&ions he met with 
every where induced him to fell many Parcels of Salt, at 
various Places, much lower, than he (hould otherwife 
have done; that he fold 7,582 Maunds, to Mr. Sykes, 
at Salta Gunge , near the Dinagepoor Province, at 250 
Rupees per 100 Maund, in Augujl 1766 ; which Salt he 
might have fold at the fame Place, and at that l ime, 
for°300 Rupees per 100 Maund, if there had not been 
any Obftrudlions, 

And Francis Sykes, Efquire, being defired to relate 
what he knew of the above Tranfa&ion, faid, he re. 
collefts that Mr. Belts' wrote to him relative to the Stop¬ 
page of fome Salt Boats; that on the Receipt of his Let- 
ter°he applied to the Miniftets at Muxadabad, who en¬ 
quired into the Circumftances; the Phouzdar’s Anfwer 
was. That the Dufluck which Mr. Bolts' s People were 
poffeffed of had not been produced to the proper Officer ; 
but on further Enquiry into it, he found that Mr. 
Bolts' s People had the Duftuck, and he could not get at 
the true Knowledge why the Boats were detained; but he 
defired the Adminiftration would order-‘he Phouzdar to 
return the Money he had taken; which they did ac¬ 
cordingly, and the Money was returned; and that he 
recommended to them to puniffi the Officer.— He de¬ 
clared that no Officer of the Government ever received 
any Orders for the (lopping of any Boats whatever.— 
Rajamaul, where the Boats were detained, is two Days 
journey from Muxadabad. 

And for further 1 nformation refpe&ing the Prices of 
Salt at different Periods at Patna , Your Committee exa¬ 
mined Gregory Cojatnaul ; who laid, that in March 1765 
he found by Enquiry, the Market Price was 225 Ru¬ 
pees the 100 Maund; and he fold fome Salt, the 14th 
of June following, to Ktjftng Chund and others, at 250 
Rupees;— at Sajeram, the 30th of Augujl 1766, he fold

Salt at 575 Rupees; thole fold at Patna , were for Patna 
Sonauts, thofe .at Safieratoi were Banoras. 

And being afked, What was the Price of Beetle Nut 
at Patna, at the fame Time ? he faid, on the 11 th of 
March 1765, Beetle Nut was at Four Rupees per 
Maund ; 20'th of January 1767, Beetle Nut was bought 
for him at to Rupees per Maund j on the 13 h of OSlober 
1767 he bought of Mr. Rumbold't, Banyan at >3 Rupees 
per Maund. 

Your Committee next examined Thomas'Rtcmbold, 
Efquire, relative to the Prices at which the Salt, belong¬ 
ing to the. Society of Trade, fold at Patna during his 
Chiefffiip; and he informed Your Committee, that he 
was Chief of Patna from November 1766 to November 
1769 ; and that a finall Parcel of Salt in 1767 fold at 400 
Rupees and iafth the hundred Maund : That at the 
End of 1767 the greaceft part was contracted for, by 
fome Black Merchants, at 375 Arcot Rupees; the retail 
Price was Four Rupees to Four Rupees 12 Annas; or 
from 4^0 to 475 Rupees per 100 Maund; that of late 
Years the Price of Salt has varied very much, according 
to whether there were Troubles in the Country or not* 
tHat he does not know of his own Knowledge, but al ways 
underftood that the Medium Price informer Years was 
about 330 Rupees per 100 Maund; that by an Account 
of Sales, on the 18th of September 1765, it appeared that 
Part of the Salt was fold ac 400,and a large Part at 321.

The Witnefs being a(ked. What Quantity of Salt u(ed 
to be imported into the Province of Bahar , before the 
Eftablifhmeent of the Salt Society ? he faid, He found, 
by his own Obfervations at Patna , that the Confumption 
was about 400,000 Maunds a Year. 

And being afked, Whether the Markets in Bahar 
were lufficicntly fupplied ? he faid, There was fo large a 
Quantity fent up by the Society, that when he left Patna 
in OSlober 1769,* there was a great Quantity of the So¬ 
ciety’s Salt remained uncalled tor by the contracting Mer¬ 
chants ; when the Society firft fent up their Salt, there was 
a great Quantity of private Merchants Salt then at Patna, 
which hindered the Sale of their Salt. 

Being afked, Whether any Salt was imported into 
Bahar by Individuals, after the Eftablifhment of the 
Salt Society ? he (aid. The Merchants who purchafed the 
Society’s Salt, the latter End of 1767, had agreed with 
them, that no Salt belonging to Individuals (hould be 
allowed to be imported into Bahar till September 1768 ; 
that the Society referved that 'l ime to chemfelves for 
difpofng of their own Salt ; all the Society’s Salt fold 
before the above Contradts from 412 to 425 ; no Orders 
ever came to Patna for fixing the Price of Salt. 

And being afked, Whether any Applications were 
made to him to hinder the Natives making Salt in 1768 ? 
he faid. The Company’s Salt Petre Works were under 
his Dircftions as Chief of Patna In the Dtdridl of 
Durbangar the Society’s Agent, Mr Letbieullier, com¬ 
plained to him that the Salt Petre Manufacturers, inftead 
of making the Salt Petre they ought to do for the Com¬ 
pany, were employed in making Salt, to the great Detri¬ 
ment of the Sale of the Society’s Salt; it had always 
been cuftomary, from the Refuie of the Petre, to make 
a fmall Quantity of Salt, which Salt paid a finall Duty 
to the Phoufdar, he alfo paying a Duty to the Govern¬ 
ment ; he acquainted Mr. Letbieullier , that he could not 
put a Stop to the making of that Sait, as it would inter¬ 
fere with the Duties to the Government; on this he 
complained to the Society of Trade; in confequenceof 
which he received a Letter from the Prcfident and Coun 
cil, dated May 1768, to which, and his Anfwer on the 
Records, he referred. V T : ' 

And being, afked, Whether he knows of any Orders 
from Mahomed Reza Canon for flopping the Boats going 
to Patna ? he faid, There were Orders from the Society 
of Trade to him, and from M. R. Cawn to Shetabroy, t 
that no Salt was to be allowed to pafs into the Province 
till September 1768 ; that he has not the Letter to 

•(certain*^ 
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hiatie for the Committee of Trade, he mentioned it in fo ordered to be made: And being afked, When he 
common Con variation ‘And being afked, When and on found that that Copy was in his PofTefTion ? he replied* 
what Occafidn, he firft mentioned^the Deed in England?

I find fo many Obje&ions, of the fame Nature as were 
made to the laft, to be made to this, and every Article 
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arguing* both in his Letters and Minutes, in fupporc of of this Treaty, that I fhali only remark, on the Whole 
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this TranfacHon, is on a Suppofttion, that the.greateft 
Enormities have been, and are, committed by the Eng- 
lijh Gomaftahs throughout the Country, to the great 
Detriment of the Nabob’s Revenues and Government; 
but that this has not been the Cafe will,T think, plainly 
appear, from the feveral Complaints made againft 
them, being no further fupported than by the Aflertion 


of the remaining Articles, That by being debarred the 
Liberty of making Salt, we are deprived of a Privilege 
that every Perfon, Europeans and others, In the Country, 
have, but ourlelves.

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Sable that the Government would, in cafe of having the 
upper Hand in the Country, make ufe of it to invalidate 
the Privileges the Englijh enjoy by their Phirmaund, 
Hufbulhookums, and Treaties; 
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In anfwcr to Queftion the Firft, I fay—-Yes. 

To Queftion the Second—No. 

To Queftion the Third—Yes. 

To Queftion the Fourth—That Certificates fhould be 
given after the Duties are paid. 

To Queftion the Fifth—Not at all. 

To anfwer to Queftion the Sixth I fay as formerly, 
agreeable to the Phirmaund; but that a Plan be laid 
down by the Board to prevent any Injuries being done by 
the Engiijh Gomaftahs, and ior punifhing thole that are 
guilty; which I think may be well done by a Com¬ 
mittee appointed lor that Purpofe, who fhould receive 
all Complaints and Appeals from Subordinates, or 
Agents refilling with Authority of the Board in thole 
Quarters, and examine them; and as it appears that 
great Part, if not the Whole, of the Troubles that have 
happened to the Engiijh and their Gomaftahs of late, 
are owing to the Orders fent over the Country bv the 
Nabob, 1 think it highly neceflary tlfat we have al ways 
a feriior Servant reiident with the Nabob, who Ihould be 
acquainted with all Orders regarding the Etiglljh ,; this 
1 think we have a Right to demand, and is'what we 
Ihould infill on, as it will in future prevent our fo long 
being ignorant of the Source of our Troubles as we have 
lately been. 

Mr. JoknJlone thinks the Prefident’s Letter to the Na¬ 
bob, containing the new Regulations he intended to 
cftablilb, is, from its abjeft Stile, as well as Coocef- 
fions, highly difhonourabie to us, and fuch as could not 
fail of ruining our Trade and Influence, and reducing us 
lower than ever t*he Engiijh were at any Period in this 
Country} that the Prefident, without Authority, or any 
urgent NeccfBty that yet appears, or can be conceived, 
refigned to the Nabob thofe Rights and Privileges we 
are entitled to by the Phirmaund, and fubfequent Irea- 
tiis, and have hitherto enjoyed by virtue of them: 
Firft, by diftinguifhmg the Company’s Trade from that 
Of their Servants, and agreeing to an exorbitant Duty of 
9 per Cent, on all Articles of the Inland Trade, without 
Diftindlion or Examination of what had ufually been paid 
on any of thefe Articles at the different Subordinates^ 
eftablifhing the Rate upon that paid by the Gentlemen of 
Lucky pore, though exprefsly mentioned by them to be 
more than what was paid at Dacca , and known -to be 
above double the Duty paid heretofore at Hugh ley, and 
though Salt was the only Article in his own private Inland 
Trade, that the Prefident remembers to have ever paid 
any Duty on or before this Time: Secondly, In fubjedfc- 
ing the Englijh , and their Gomaftahs, under the Autho¬ 
rity of the Moors Court of Judicature, contrary to the 
Privileges we have ever enjoyed of protecting thofe em¬ 
ployed under us, and ourfelves Judges of their Actions; 
the many ill Confequences of which, and the entire Lofs 
of that Credit and Pre-eminence we have ever maintain¬ 
ed, is evident to every body, of which we have had 
ample Proof, fince the Circulation of the Regulations, 
as appears from the Complaints of every Quarter, of the 
Abufc of the Power fo eafily put into their Hands, by 
the Stoppage of our Trade, and Attacks openly made on 
thofe entitled to our Protedfion : Thirdly, Fhe prohibit¬ 
ing at once, without Reafon, or ever confuting the Board, 
the Company’s Servants, at the Fadlories of Luckypore, 
Tjlamabad, Be. from making Salt Works themfclves, 
which is a Liberty not denied to any Native of the Coun¬ 
try, and by which their Fortunes have been and are en¬ 
dangered, as no Time was allowed for collecting in the 
Money they had laid out, and the Balance due could only 
be recovered by receiving the Salt from the Molongies 
they had employed 

The Articles ordering, without any* Limitation, that 
all Purchales of Lands made by any of the Servants of 
our Fadlories fhould be refigned, was, I think, unjuft and 
difhonourable to us, as if our Servants, where they paid 
the due Demands to the Government, were not entitled 
to pur Protection. 


The Article diredling, that the Chiefs and Servants of 
the Fadlories are not to hinder the Weavers and Brokers 
of the Government, has been confidered as giving a full 
Power to the Nabob’s Officers over their People, and 
may turn to the Ruin of the Company’s Iuveflment, as 
appears by the Proceedings of Mahomed Aly at the Dacca 
Aurungs, 

The foregoing the Privilege we had of coining in the 
Mints of Patna and Dacca , while no Provifion was made 
for the Currency of our Siccas at thofe Places, without 
Difcount, was giving up what the Company could 
demand of Right: And, 

Ordering alfPurchates at Gualparah to be made entirely 
through the Nabob’s Orogan, was an Infringement of our 
Rights of a free Trade in chat Quarter, and againft the 
Treaty with Jaffier Ally Cavon, by which we are freed from 
being even obliged to buy by the Intervention of Delolls. 

The Minute of the Board the 17th January , on the 
Proceedings of the Prefident, therefore to me appears well 
grounded; and I think the Treaty ought to be recovered 
from the Nabob, andddlroyed, that lo bad a Precedent 
may never be eftablifhed and ufed againft us. 

Next, in regard to the Queftions propofed, he thinks 
firft, that by virtue of the Phirmaund, Hufbulhookums, 
and the Treaties with Sercrjah Dowiah and Meer jaffier 
AH Khan, I think the Company and their ScrvantS'have 
a Right, without any,Reftridtion or Limitation, to trade 
in and grant Duftucks for every Article, whether for 
Foreign or Inland Trade: Our having been reftridted 
by the Power of the Subahs, before the Revolution, 
from the full Enjoyment of thefe Rights, can never be 
urged as a good Argument to invalidate them; when 
we°became powerful enough to affert them, they were 
eftablifiied as fully and clearly as could be exprefied, in 
the public Treaties then concluded, and in Sunnuds and 
Duftucks, afterwards iffued in confequence, by Serajah 
Dozvla and Jaffier Aly Khan, for the uninterrupted Cur¬ 
rency of our Trade, through the indifputable Authority 
of the Duftuck, wherever it was granted; and thefe 
Sunnuds were not merely for fuch Quarters where the 
Company had Fadlories and Aurungs, but comprehended 
alfo all the diftant Frontier Provinces, where they had 
not the leaft Trade of any Kind, as Rungpore, Purnea, 
Rangamatty, Danagepoor, Sylletty &c. And Jaffier Ally 
Khan yet agrees, that he underftood the Treaty in this 
Senfe; that wherever a Company’s Duftuck was granted, 
no Duty could ever be demanded. If Cuftom, and 
what Privileges we enjoyed under the Moors Government 
before the Revolution, are to be eftabliibed, as what 
only we have a Right to trade in now by virtue of our 
Grants, Phirmaun, &c. there is fcarce an Article of the 
Gruff Trade, whether for Export or Confumption in 
Calcutta and other Places in the Kingdom, but we muft 
give up j for it is known we could noc profefledly in our 
Names trade in thofe Articles, though willing to pay the 
Duties and arbitrary Exadions required on fuch Occa- 
fions; thefe various other Articles of Gru/F are no more 
particularized or expected in any Treaty or Phirmaund, 
idc. than the Two Articles of Salt and Tobacco, and 
have been ever fince the Treaty with Serajab Dowla 
carried on with the Company’s Duftuck. 

That we have aequiefeed in paying Duty on the fingle 
Article of Salt, and pa fling it with the Shaubundar’s 
Ruana, at Calcutta, Dacca, and Luckypore , fhould not 
now, I think, weigh with us to continue it, when our Rights 
are called in Queftion, and we aye bound to fupporc 
them in their full Extent; above all, as this Article is 
the Produce of the Company’s own Lands of Calcutta, 
Purgunnas, Chittagong , Midnapore, Jallafore, and Burdy 
ivan, and as it makes a confiderable Branch of their 
Revenue, ought as much as pofjible to be protedled 
and encouraged, inftead of being oppreffed with new 
Taxes, exceeding above double what has yet been paid: As 
for the Article of Tobacco, no Duftuck from the Go¬ 
vernment has ever been taken, and the L)ucy paid on it 
has never been demanded till after its Arrival at Dacca ; 
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and at Cofftmbuzar the Company's Duftucks have been 
always granted, and never difputed for this Article. 

sd. I think therefore that the Government have no 
Right to demand that or any other Duties, where the 
Duftuck is granted, and that it fhould be now granted 
on Sait and Tobacco, as it has been hithertoforc for 
Beetle'Nut, Rice, Ghee, Opium, Sugar, &c. Articles 
confirmed in the Country as well as exported. 

3d. Thofe European Inhabitants, who by the Com¬ 
pany's Diredtions are not entitled to Duftucks, fhould not 
be freed from paying the Duties ; yet when thefe are dii- 
charged for the Eafe of Trade, 1 think a ’Paffport or Cer¬ 
tificate from the Prefident might accompany the Ruanna 
of the Buxlhbundar. 

4th. The Englijh Gomaftahs in any Part of the Three 
Provinces Should be fubjedt in no Mariner to the Jurif- 
didtion of the Country Government; they are noc, in 
my Opinion, more than their Principals, to be ac¬ 
countable to them; I believe they never were; and no 
Step could pofiibly have been taken mote furely to ruin 
our Trade, Influence, and Refpedt in tee Country, than 
acknowledging them our abfolure Mailers and Judges; 
the Company have ever protected their Gomaftahs 
and thofe of their Servants; while wc have liibor- 
dinate Factories, and a fixed Government here, Juftice 
may always be had, when Complaints are v ell grounded, 
and can be proved by the Government’s Dependants; 
nor need we be ftartled wirh thefe laid, before us, but 
from the Subjedt, Exaggeration, and Groundlefsnefs of 
moft of them, conceive v hat a State of wretched De~ 
pendance we fhould fall into, were we liable to be called, 
upon every fuch like abfurd Complainc preferred, to the 
Country Government. In thofe more diftant Quarters, 
where the Company have not Fadtories, the Trade is 
generally managed by Gentlemen who have had the Ap¬ 
probation of the Board to go up the Country, and given 
Security for their good Behaviour; they may be pre¬ 
fumed more to be depended on for determining equitably 
any DifpUtes about Points of Trade, which is all they 
fhould or need have any Connedtion with, than any Ze~ 
mindary Court; an Appeal might neverthelefs always 
lie from them to the neareft Subordinate; and when fuch 
Perfons arc publicly known in thofe Quarters, as under 
the Protedtion, and adting with the Permiflion and Au¬ 
thority of the Board, to whom they are to be account¬ 
able, they may, without any new Regulation or Innova¬ 
tion, carry on their Trade to the Satisfadtion of the 
People, and without any Detriment to, or interfering 
with, the Colledtion of the Revenues. 

Mr. Hajlings. 

My Name already appearing to the Letter propofing 
the Regulations which form the Subftancc of the Pre- 
fident’s Letter to the Nabob, it will hardly be expedted 
of me to join in the harfh and unmerited Cenfure palled 
upon them by the Members which then formed the 
Board: I at that Time regarded thefe Regulations, not 
as a Concefiion of any new Rights to the Nabob, but a 
Confirmation of thofe which he held by the Treaties in 
force - nor has any Thing appeared fmee to make me 
change that Opinion. 

My Sentiments upon the Extent of our Duftuck, and the 
Privilege of our Gomaftahs, I {hall fully detail hereafter, 
obferving only in this Place, that the fettling the Duties 
on the Inland Trade at .9 per Cent, the Governor only 
fixed the Trade, which was before variably levied, with 
continual Difputes, to the great Detriment of the fair 
Trader; and in this he adted in ftridt Conformity to the 
plain and literal Inftrudions of the Board, whatever Senle 
they were intended to convey. 

The Prefident has fo fully explained the Mocives 
and Reafons for this Tran faction, that it is needlefs for 
me to take up the Time of the Board with a Repeti¬ 
tion of them: Upon the Whole, l declare it as my 
Opinion, that the Regulations in Queftion were calcu¬ 
lated in the beft Manner to put our Trade upon a proper 
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Footing, to diftiriguifh our Right from thofe of the 
Nabob, to preferve the Englijh Name from Reproach, 
and the Affairs of the Company from fuffering by con¬ 
tinual Difputes and Contentions in which they had no 
Concern. 

To underftand the Meaning of any Treaty, where 
the Exprefiions are doubtful or defective, Recourfe 
fhould be had to the Circumftances of the Parties 
concerned, at the Time in which they were made; re¬ 
garding the Firmaun in this Light, we (hall make no 
Scruple to pronounce that the Company could not, 
where they obtained that Grant from the Court of 
Delbee, underftand it to extend beyond their own Trade 4 
or include Privileges of which they could not make 
any Ufe; and which, I may add, they never dreamt 
of. 

The Commerce in Imports and Exports ever bound¬ 
ed, as of Neceflity it muft, their Concerns in this 
Country, for the Encouragement of a Trade beneficial 
to the Country and its Revenues; the Court at that 
Time in its moft flourifhing State, and fupporred by 
wife and able Minifters, indulged the Company with 
the Freedom which they petitioned lor from Duties; 
then the Trade, in fuch Commodities as were pro¬ 
duced and fold in the Country, was entirely confined to 
the Natives; they were either farmed out where they 
were confiderable enough to make an Article in the 
public Revenues, or circulated through the Province 
by the poorer Sort of People, to whom, whilft they 
afforded a Subfiftence, they at the fame Time added 
to the Income of the State by the Duties gathered upon 
them: Let us fuppofe the Company’s Agents had pe¬ 
titioned for the Liberty of trading in thefe Articles 
without paying Duties j can it ,be conceived that the 
Government could have been fo, blind to its own In- 
tereft, as to have given a Privilege to Strangers which 
would have enabled them to monopolize the whole 
Trade of the Country, to impoverifh the natural Sub¬ 
jects, and exhauft the Country of its Wealth, without 
making any adequate Return for it ? The Privileges 
therefore claimed by the Company, and allowed by 
, the Government, were originally defigned by both for* 
fuch a Trade only as was carried on by the former ; 
that is, in Goods brought into the Country, or pur- 
chafed in it for Exportation ; in Effedt, it was ever 
limited to that; nor can it be proved that the Duftuck 
was ever allowed to pafs for any other, from the 
firft Engagement of this Grant until the Death of 
Seraja Dozila: The Company, in their Standing Or¬ 
ders before that Time, prohibited their Servants from 
meddling with what we now term the Inland Trade, 
and name it Illicit^ nor can any Difference of Power 
convey to us a Right from former Treaties, which wc 
confeffedly wanted before; though, fince the Reftora- 
tion of the Company’s Privileges, we have by Degrees 
dealt in the Inland Trade, yet it was always with a tacit 
Acknowledgment of the Invalidity of our Duftuck for 
that Trade, having generally paid the Government a 
Duty thereon; and where it was attempted without, it 
has conftantly been the Subject of Complaints and Op- 
pofition on the Part of the Nabob’s Officers. I am 
well aware of the Objection which I have frequently 
heard repeated in the Courfe of the Debates upon this 
Subjedt, and which it may be proper in this Place to 
reply to; I mean. That we fhould not be too rigorous 
in calling in Queftion our own Privileges; but, where 
the Senfe of a Treaty is riot fufficiently dear, interpret , 
it in fuch a Manner as may tend to our own Advan¬ 
tage, leaving it to others to difpute it; and 1 hat there¬ 
fore, as the Firmaun gives us a general Right to trade; 
Duty free, without mentioning any Exceptions, we 
fhould infift on a free Trade in every Thing, without 
Exception. Without examining this Principle, I fhall 
only fay, that if it be juft at all, it can only be fo where 
the Points conceited for are of real Importance; but 
where they arc either trivial in themfelves, or have a 
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pernicious Tendency, it muft be an Abfurdicy to inflft 
Vpon them.—I muft beg Leave, for the firft Time, to 
diftinguifh between the Intereft of the Company and 
that of Individuals, which I am afraid have been too 
much confounded in theie Debates; that the Company 
wit! not fuffer by a Reftridion of the Duftuck to foreiga 
Merchandize is manifeft; fince, with that Reftridion, 
it will anfvver every Purpofe for which they want it. 
BeGdes, the Odium which a Monopoly fo injurious to 
the natural Rights of the Country Merchants muft 
unavoidably caft upon the Englijh Name, and the per¬ 
petual JeaToufies which, from Experience, we know' it 
to be attended with, prove, that this Privilege is in 
Effect highly prejudicial to the real Intereft, as r wdl as 
Honour, of the Company. As they have been pleafed 
to permit us to (bare with them the Benefit of the 
Duftuck, we may furely content ourfelves with the En- 
joyment of that Privilege within the fame Bounds to 
which they have limited themfelves. To attempt to 
extend it beyond that, and, for the Sake of our own 
private Advantage, to make this a Point of Cornell 
with a Power in Alliance with the Company* is both a 
Violation of juftice and a Breach of the Duty which we 
owe to our Employers. 

My Opinion then, upon the Three firft Queftions 
before us, is, Firft, That we can claim no Right.from 
the Phirmaun, nor, of courfe, the fubfequenc Treaties, 
*;n- which were but intended as Copies of that, in the Af- 
’tides regarding our Commerce, to an Exemption from 
Duties on any but foreign Trade; that is, in Goods 
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between them and the Nabobs. If the Magiftrate at any 
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lime Ihould abufe his Authority, the Nabob ffiould be 
required, upon Proof, to difmifs him from his Office, 
or infliA any other Puniffiment fuitabfe to the Degree of 
the Offence. If this Juftice, foeffential to the Nabob’s' 
own Intereft and the Tranquillity of the Country, be re¬ 
filled, or from the Diftance of his Refidence cannot be 
timely obtained; we have always the Means in bur 
1 ower, when fuch extraordinary Occafions may demand 
it, to vindicate our Rights, and call the Infringers of it 
to Juftice* 

From the Peculiarity of the Times, and a natural 
Propenfity in the weaker Part of Mankind to run from 
one Extreme to another, it has unfortunately hap¬ 
pened, that the Power fuddenly placed in the Hands 
of the Nabob’s Officers, for the Protedion of his 
People, has been fo extravagantly abufed, as to give 
Occafion to a Perluafion in many, that no Power can 
wich Safety be trufted in their Hands. As I have 
formerly lived amongft the Country People, in a very 
inferior Station, and at a Time when we were fubjeft 
to the molt flavifh Dependance in the Government, and 
met with the greateft Indulgence, and even RefpeA, 
from the Zemindars and Officers of the Government* 

I can with the greateft Confidence deny the Juftice of 
this Opinion; and add further, from repeated Ex- 
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felves into Lords, and Oppreffors of the Country, con- 
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imported or carried out of the Country. Secondly, 
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fine themfelves to an honeft and fair Trade, and fubmic 
themfelves to the lawful Authority of the Government, 


they^will^ be every where courted and refpefted, and 
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That Duties ought to be paid to the Country Govern- the" Englijh Name, 'inftead of becoming a R'epVoach! will 
ment on Salt, Beetle Nut, and other Articles, which are be univerfally revered } the Country w§§ reap a Benefit 
pro uced and fold in the Country. And, Ihirdly, That from bur Commerce; and the Power of the Emlifh 
of cowrie the L D,jft L uck ought not to be given for thofe inftead of being made a Bugbear to frighten the poor 
- j tides* but that they pairwith a Rovyanaor Certificate Inhabitants into a Submiflkm to Injury and Opprcffion 
fiom the Officers of the Cuftoms, in the fame Manner will be regarded by them as the greateft Bleffino and 
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with the Goods belonging to other Merchants. The 
Fourth Article I deem altogether unneceffary, whether 
we trade in Salt with theCompany’s Duftuck, or, as other 
Merchants, without them, the Duftuck being a fuf- 
ficient DiftinAion in the firft Cafe, and the latter requiring 
none. 

My Opinion upon the Fifth Queftion is, That the 
Englijh Gomaftahs, in every Part of the Three Pro¬ 
vinces, whether in the DiftriAs of the Nabob or of the 
Company, ffiall be fubjed to the Magiftrate; but 
with this DiftinAion to be. obferved between private 
Gomaftahs and thofe of the Company, that the former 
ffiall be equally accountable to the Magiftrate, for any 


Protedioh. 

It is as impoflible for any State to fubfift with a 
divided Power as with none. Our Servants are as 
likely, at lcaft, to make an ill Ufe of their Power as 
the Nabob’s are, but are not fo eafily to be reftrained. 
In whofe Hands, therefore, can it be fo properly lodged 
as in thofe of the Government, to whom it belongs ? 
To take from them that Right, a Right which “we 
ffiould never fuffer to be contefted in our own DiftriAs, 
will be to introduce Oppreffion, Rapine, and Anarchy, 
into the Country which we were engaged to proceA * 
and whatever temporary Advantage Individuals may- 
gain from fuch a Scene of Troubles, the Affairs of 
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Mifdemeanor, with any one of the Nabob’s SubjeAs the Company muft infaliiblv luffer by it, if not be in- 
that ffiall at any Time refide in the; Territory ot the volved in one common Ruin with the Country. That 
Company, nor enjoy any Advantages above other Mer- this Confequence may not appear too forcibly drawn 
chants, but ffich on£ as the Pirmaun gives them; viz. permit me to add, it has been obferved, that the wifeft 
I hat their^Goods ffiall pafi Duty free wherever they and mod permanent States have ever left to conquered 
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have the ProteAion of the Duftuck; the Magiftrate 
ffiall not oppofe, but afliftythem in the Recovery of their 
juft Debts, nor fuffer any one to injure or opprefs them ; 
but, as the Company’s Gomaftahs have a weightier Charge, 
and are none of them fituated at fuch a Diftance from 
the Company’s Fadories, but that Complaints againft 
them may be both eafily heard and fpeedily redrefied, it 
ffiould be only permitted to the Magiftrate to oppofe 
tnem in the adual Commiffion of any Violence, or the 
Affumption of any Right not belonging to them; but 
in any Difputes with their immediate Dependants, fuch 
as the Weavers, Pykers, or Delolls, in their Service, 
he ffiall not interfere ocherwife than by alfi'fiing them 
in carrying their Complaints to the Prefidency, or 
the Fadories to which the Gomaftahs belong, for Re- 
drefs; but the Gomaftah ffiail not therefore proted 
his own Dependants from any lawful Claims of the Go¬ 
vernment, nor their Perlons from Juftice in any criminal 
Cafes. 

1 his to me appears the only equitable Method for 
preventing any Miffiehaviour in our People, or Difputes 
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Nations the Exercife of their own Laws, and by that 
Means infured their Subjedion. The Power which we 
have acquired in thefe Provinces has reduced them into 
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to put it in the Power of every Banyan, who calls 
himfelf an Englijh Servant, to tyrannize over the In¬ 
habitants without Controul, this is not only to deprive 
them of their own Laws, but to deny them even the 
Benefit of any.

Mr. Cartier gives it as his Opinion, That the Pre- 
fident’s Letter to the Nabob was in every refped im¬ 
proper, and naturally intended, from the Conceflions 
contained therein, to bring upon the Englijh Name 
,Difcredit and real Dilgrace; the late Violences, as well 
as Infolencies, committed by the Natives, are a certain 
Argument of its Impropriety, and which were clearly 
forefeen the very Inftant the faid Letter was made 
public; that the Hope given them of being conftituted 
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Judges and Arbitrators of all Difpuces that might hap¬ 
pen in the Intercourfe of our Bufinefs, gave Caufe to 
the many Inconveniencies and Tyranny that we have 
lately fuffered, and do luffer: The fubjefting us to 
fuch a Controul would have effe&ually deftroyed our 
Influence and Reputation in the Country, and would 
unavoidably have led us, from the manifold Oppref- 
fions we muft have fell under by fuch Regulations 
taking place, to the Necefiity of taking up Arms for 
the Redrefs of thole Grievances every Member of this 
Colony mull: have felt by fo arbitrary a Jurifdi^ion: 
As it is, the Evil has fpread wide, and has acquired 
fuch Strength, that no other Methods, 1 doubt, but 
forcible ones, will, be able to remove it; that he can’c 
think the Members of the Board gave, or intended giv¬ 
ing, a diredt Confent to the Prefident’s entering into a 
Treaty with the Nabob, on Points fo very interefting 
to our Privileges, nor did they imagine fuch a Step was 
any Ways naceffary; but what he thinks moil con- 
demnable is, that the faid Regulations, previous to 
the Approbation or Difapprobation of the Board, were 
made known to the Nabob, and the lame ordered by 
him to his different Officers, to be carried into Execu¬ 
tion, before fuch Agreement could have the Concur¬ 
rence of the feveral Members of the Council: He is 
likewife of Opinion, That the faid Regulations, ahd 
the faid Letter to the Nabob, were in no relpedt agree¬ 
able to the Tenor and Spirit of our Phirmaund, and 
the fubfequent Treaties entered into with the Nabob S*- 
rajab Dowlah and Meer Jqffier, but would have been the 
Means of confining our Privileges into much narrower 
Bounds than the Grants and Treaties are intended to 
reftrain us in. 

Firft, On the true Extent and Meaning of the/Phir¬ 
maund, and all fubfequent Treaties, Mr. Cartier thinks, 
That by the Privileges inverted in us by our Phir¬ 
maund, Hufbulhookums, and our 'late Treaties, that 
Trade is under no Limitation whatever, either in Fo¬ 
reign or Inland Commodities ; that the Want formerly 
of Power to afiert the Immunities of the Phirmaund, 
cannot, as he imagines, be conftrued to an abfolute 
and entire Deprivation of them : This Rcafdn now no 
longer exifting, we ought to exert our Privileges to their 
fulleft Extent and Latitude, nor fubmic to the capricious 
Conduct and encroaching Behaviour of the Country 
Government. 

Thirdly, On the Trade on Salt and Tobacco, he can 
have noObjedion to the Payment of an equitable Duty, 
more particularly as we have hitherto, both at the Pre¬ 
sidency and the Fadories of Dacca and Luckypore , fub- 
mitted to pay on one or both of thofe Articles; but let 
that be fixed at a Medium of what has been paid at the 
different Settlements, and furthermore to be confidered as 
a Conceffton made the Nabob, and not claimed as a 
Right, paid as a Thing which Cuftom has eftabliffied, 
and not to be confirmed by any Treaty. 

Fourthly, It is allowed that the Trade in Salt and 
Tobacco is in every refped agreeable to our Phir¬ 
maund Privileges: He fees no Reafon why a Dulluck 
ihould not be granted for thofe Articles as.'well as for 
all others j though at the fame Time, as a Duty may 
probably be laid on thofe Two Articles, they ffiould be 
accompanied with the Buxbunder or the Shawbundur’s 
Receipt, to afeertain that the full Duties have been paid, 
and that nothing further is to be demanded on any 
Account. 

Fifthly, As Certificates have been granted indif- 
criminately to the Company’s Servants, as well as to 
the Inhabitants of Calcutta , he thinks the fame fhould 
be continued to the latter, on their Application to the 
Prefident, on producing the Buxbunder’s Receipt for 
Duties paid ; though at the fame Time the Duty ftipu- 
lated and agreed upon to be levied on thefe Branches of 
Trade, the Properties of Company's Servants, fhould 
ferve as no Regulations for what may be demanded from 
them. 
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Sixthly, The Nature of the Government in every 
Part of IndoJlan being in all Refpeds oppreffive and 
venal, and the Decifion of all Cautes depending more 
on tne Ability of the Parties engaged in bribing their 
Judges than the Legality of them, it can fcarcely be 
thought even equitable, that the Servants and Gomaftahs 
in our Employ ffiould, on any Complaint or Mifde- 
meanor, be fubjedt to the Indetermination, it is like- 
wile a known Fruth, that in every Difpute concerning 
Property and Money Matters, a Fourth Part is approl 
priated for the Service of the Government and Officers : 
This probably might not be infilled upon from us, though 
its not being fo would in all Likelihood be rather preju¬ 
dicial than the contrary, as the other Party might be fub- 
jedled to the eftabliffied Cuftom of the Country 5 which, 
if fo, it muft appear to every one what a fuperior Influ¬ 
ence would be acquired on that Side; but even inde¬ 
pendant of this Cuftom, and ffiould it not be expected 
or demanded from either Party, yet the Integrity of our 
propoled Judges is fo little allowed of, that it would be 
the higheft Ablurdity to expedt it, or even to fubmit in, 
theii having the leaft Power or Authority over our People : 
Should this be even permitted, it will not be Prefump- 
tion to declare, that we may then begin to date the Com¬ 
mencement of our declining Influence in the Country, 
and would moft certainly be produdlive of continual 
Broils ffiould we have Spirit fufficiently remaining to re- 
fent the Injuftice and Indignities we muft in fuch situation 
be expoled to. 

Sixthly, Though he thinks it improper to allow the 
Officers of the Government any Kind of Controul over 
our Gomaftahs, yet he is far from wiffiing their Addons 
Ihould be uncontroulable: Let the Perion injured, if 
not in our Employ, lay his Complaint before the Ma- 
giftrate ol the Diftridl he is in, to be by him forward¬ 
ed with the Complaint to the Prefident, or Chiefs and 
Council, of the different Factories as lie moft near the 
Diftrk* where the Complaint comes from; when the 
Gomaftah fo complained againft ffiali be ordered down 
to juftify himfelf as to the Accuiation lodged againft 
him: Should Complaints arife in Parts diftant “from 
either the Prefidency or the Factories, he thinks a Con- 
fidence might be repofed in the Gentlemen employed 
as our Agents in thofe Parts, as they are Men of Cha¬ 
racter, and their Appointments been approved by the 
Members of the Board, and each depended upon to 
fettle the Complaints brought againft their own Go¬ 
maftahs : Should this not be approved, he can only pro¬ 
pole the Method pointed out as to the Determination of 
thofe Diiputes that may happen in the Neighbourhood of 
the different Settlements, or by an Aumeen, properly 
authorized to make an Enquiry into them. It is necel- 
fary we ffiould become our own Judges in all Difputes 
in which we may poffibly be concerned ; moft true it is, 
it has not the moft equitable Appearance; but every 
Gentleman muft be convinced how highly effential fuch 
a Privilege is for the fupporting our Influence, and 
avoiding Chicanery and Perplexities of a Moorijh Court; 
and he can’t help thinking, but a Power fo lodged in 
our Hands is liable to left Abufes, and will be^exer- 
ciled with the ftridteft Impartiality, notwithftandin^ we 
may in fome Rclpedts be interfiled in the Decifion of the 
Caufe. 

Mr. Billers’ s. 

The Firft Part of the Prefident’s Letter to the Na¬ 
bob, contains the Agreement for our paying a Duty of 
9 per Cent, on all Articles for Inland Trade ; the Phir¬ 
maund, and fubfequent Treaties, are certainly the only 
Guides that can enable us to form a proper'judgment 
on this Subject; and having given the greatert Atten¬ 
tion to them, when read at the Board laft Council 
Day, I think they give us an undoubted Right to 
trade, Duty free, in all Commodities whatever,°either 
for Foreign or Inland Trade, upon the Confideration 
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Secondly, Major Comae deems dilhonourable, as alfo 
extremely prejudicial to our Trade, the agreeing to the 
Duty upon all Articles of Inland-Trade, vvithout Dif- 
tinftion, none of which were ever before fubjcdted to the 
Duties to the Eftablilhrnent of Meer Jaffier, except Salt 
and Tobacco i and this muft have been through Con- 
defcenfion on our Part, as our having an universal Free¬ 
dom of Trade is fo particularly fpecified, both by our 
Phirmaunds and Treaties, as not to leave the lead Open¬ 
ing for cavilling. Major Canute , Thirdly, deems itadif- 
honourable Conceffion (and the Gentlemen at Pftna have 
Ihewn it will be detrimental to the Company) the yielding 
■up the Coinage in the Mint of Patna, to which he believes 
we are entitled from our Phirmaunds ; but exclufive 
thereof we had a very good Claim from our having con- 
ftantly enjoyed that Privilege during the Time of the 
preceding Nabob. The Major, in confequence, thinks 
the Letter from the Prefident to the Nabob, containing 
the faid Regulations, Ihould be withdrawn.—Thus much 
being premifed, anfwers, on the Part of Major Carnac, 
the Firft and Fifth Queftions. 

With refpeft to the Second and Third Queftions, 
Major Carnac is of Opinion, that whatever Rights we 
may have, from our Phirmaunds, and our different Trea¬ 
ties, Ihould be infilled on; and therefore, that the Com¬ 
pany’s Duftucks Ihould be granted for all Commodities, 
without Exception -, and that no Duties whatever ihall 
be paid to the Nabob, but in lieu thereof a Duty be 
levied upon Duftucks, for the Benefit of the Company j 
however, Ihould the Board think this would oceafion a 
great Diminution, of the Nabob’s Revenue, he hopes 
they will not conlent to any other Duties, but the Con¬ 
tinuance of thofe ujpon Salt and Tobacco, the former at 
%h& Heughlsy Rate; and the other according as has been 
paid zt Dacca -, and that in fuch Cafe it will be dearly ex¬ 
plained to the Nabob, that it is pure Indulgence from us, 
and which we may retract at Pleafure—d he Company’s 
Duftucks, neverthelefs, equally given for Salt and Tobacco, 

for all other Articles of Trade. 

If it be determined to make a Compliment to the 
Nabob of a Duty upon Salt, the other Gentlemen of 
the Board are the bed Judges how far the Privilege of 
trading therein ought to be extended, and whether it 
Ihould be confined to the Company’s Servants or not. 
Major Carnac begs Leave to wave giving any Anfwer to 
the Fourth Queftion, not being fufficiently Mailer of the 
Subject. 

That the Black People in our Employ are guilty of 
great Irregularities, and commit many Abufes under the 
San&ion of our Authority, has been a frequent Subject 
of Complaint; and it certainly behoves us to feek every 
poffible Remedy thereto, except fuch a one as has been 
propofed, which is worfe than the Difeafe; there can be 
no Difficulty at the Places which are in the Neighbour- > 
hood of any of our Factories, the Chiefs and Council 
whereof Ihould be empowered to enquire into the Con¬ 
duct of the Englijh Gomaftahs; and we are not to doubt 
that the Decifions will be fair and equitable: In the 
Places at a Diftance from our Factories, fuch as Rung- 
■poor , Gualpore, &c. there are generally fome Englifh 
Gentlemen of Character refident ; and then in Cafes of 
Complaint, Ihould be direfled by the Board to take In¬ 
formations upon the Spot, and to fpare no Colt or Pains 
to get at the Truth ; which Ihould be tranfmitted either 
to the neared Fadtory, or to Calcutta ■, and upon Convic¬ 
tion of any Gom'aftah of Milbehaviour, the moll ex¬ 
emplary Punilhment Ihould beinfli&ed, in order to deter 
others from the like Practices. 

Mr. Amy alt, 

Mr. Vanfittart , in his Minute of the ill of February, 
complains of the harlh and indecent Opinion of the 
Board, on the 17th of January, againft his Treaty en¬ 
tered into with the Nabob, and that his Negotiations 
therein did not merit fuch Treatment from us. 

We are unanimous on the Regulations being detri¬ 
mental and dilhonourable, which every Article con- 
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tained therein, I think, clearly denounced—The Go¬ 
vernment formerly mull have underftood our Phir- 
maund gave us a full and extenfive Trade in every 
Thing, without Diftintlion; and as far as our Gentle¬ 
men were in Capacity to carry on the Inland Trade* 
they practifed for many Years} but particular Articles 
being farmed out to the Government to particular Per- 
fons, our trading therein gave Umbrage, and Governor 
Stackhouje, I think, was obliged to give a Mutchulka, 
that the Englijh would defiftc from further dealing in Salt, 
Silk, and Beetle Nut} this was at a Time they could 
not maintain by Force the Dilley Grants, fo, through 
Neceflky, complied with 5 an Order at this Time would 
have had the fame Eftedl; but they obliged the then 
Governor to invalidate the Phirmaund, by giving this 
Mutchulka, which Ihewed they thought our Right 
good, and by Compulfion got this Paper to overfet 
our future Prerenfions, and has been ever fince the Ar¬ 
gument againft us, therefore detrimental, and dilho¬ 
nourable. Mr. Vanfittart renewing this Mutchulka, 
the adding an additional Duty to what we have already 
paid through a Condcfcenfion, is doubtlels.detrimental; 
the fubjedting us to the Moorifh Laws, and which, to 
our Honour be it.known,, in the worll of Times we 
never were} but now', not even an Appeal to the Na¬ 
bob or the Council is mentioned} this, doubtlels, is 
both detrimental and dilhonourable: How prejudicial, 
partial, and unjuft the Nature of their Courts, Cuftom, 
and Laws, are fo well known to you all, Gentlemen, 
it’s needlels for me to take up your Time in giving you 
my Sentiments in full thereon } the, mentioning that our 
Servants, Gomaftahs, c. Ihall not carry on Trade by 
Oppreflions, &c. are dilhonourable Terms to be interted 
in a public Treaty ; furely the Englifb Jullnefs and Ho¬ 
nour was fufficient for the Government to be latisiied, 
that wc Ihould furely chaftife any of them who dared to 
proftitute our Name, by any illicit Adlion, without 
making it an Article for them to do it: Many Complaints 
have appeared, but none proved, and I flatter myfelf 
none will, of any Confequence) the Nabob’s Orders in 
circulating Mr. Vanfittart 's Treaty, are dilhonourable to 
us, and in a Manner an Adt of Hoftilicy, bidding us 
open Defiance.

Doubtlels, Mr. Vanfittart will alk. What Regulations 
we wanted to have fettled with the Nabob, which we 
hoped from his Influence with the Nabob ? for he teems 
to know no one die would be fuch as tended to our 
Advantage, and not to his Prejudices for if Trade went 
freely on, we would readily acquiefce in paying Duties as 
had hitherto been colledled ; but the Removal of feveral 
Vexations we had lately laboured under, was the Point 
we wanted to fee happily effected; and our Goods were 
certified to be Englijh Property, not to meet with any 
Impediments. . .>f V-.-;, 

I now come to the firft Queftion. The Nabob and 
Mr. Vanfittart feem to think, arid affert, we have not a 
Liberty to an unconilrained Trade. We have, Gentle¬ 
men, carefully perufed all our Phirmaunds, Treaties, 
&V. and I think it clearly appears to me we haves there¬ 
fore, as the Nabob wants to invalidate thofe Grants, 
we ought to have them properly explained to him ; and 
infill on our Parts to the utmoll of the Company’s 
Prerogative, and demand the Treaty back and deftroy 
it. 

To the Second, I am to fay. Since the Nabob has 
wanted to impofe on us a Breach of our Liberties, we

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Major Comae and Adams filent. 

To the Fifth and Sixth Queftions, the Opinion of all 
the Board, excepting Mr. Hajlings, import?.

That the Order forbidding our Servants or Depend¬ 
ants from holding of Lands, Gunges, Rents, or Employ¬ 
ments of any Kind, under the Country Government, fhall 
be again repeated. 

That luch, however, as have inherited 1 alooks, from 
Purchafe, or other good Right, fhall not be obliged to 
give them up, but hold them as other Talookdars in the 
Country; being informed once for all, that, in refpedl 
to fuch Rents held from the Government, they are not to 
avail themfelves of our Protection, to invert them with 
any particular Privileges. 

That fuch Complaints as have^already been made, .and 
tranfmitted to the feveral Subordinates, fhall be enquired 
into and decided, conformable to the above Regulation, 
and that fuch as have not yet, fhall now be forwarded to 
the proper Subordinate for that Purpofe. 

Agreed, in conlequence of the above-mentioned 
Refolution, That Mr. Lyon be appointed Third of the 
Council at Cojfmbuzar , and Refidenc at Rungpoor .

Three Demands which I formerly put to you I now 
again repeat: The Firft is, From the Beginning until 
now the Nazim of Bengal correfponded with the Go¬ 
vernor of Calcutta, juft as I have been acquainted with 
you my Friend, and am now acquainted with you, and 
not having a fing!e Word of Correfpondence with the reft 

of rhe Board. . 

The Second is, viz. I formerly represented to you, 
that the Company’s Trade has been fixed Time imme¬ 
morial; at'this prefent, befides the Company’s Trade, 


the Gomaftahs oPtiie Englijh Gentlemen have fet up the 
Trade of Salt, Tobacco, dried Fiffi, Timber, &c. aod 
make Purchafe of the Country People with Force and 
Extortion, and are continually contriving unjuft De¬ 
putes and Wrangiings with my Officers; to that the 
Poor, the Inhabitants, the Merchants, and Manufac¬ 
turers of my Country are oppreffed, and both you and 
myfelf are troubled with unjuft Vexations. Now I fay 
alfo, that your Gomaftahs are to trade as in Cuftoms in 
the Merchandizes imported and exported, which has 
been the Pra&ice in this Country; and are to refrain 
from thofe Articles of Trade which perplex the Reve¬ 
nues due to my Adminiftration, and area Caufe of Dis¬ 
putes, and be the Ruin of the Inhabitants and poor 
People.

you would order a Company’s Servant to take Charge of 
my Affairs: I in return made you my mod humble 
Acknowledgments, and wrote to Mr. Campbell, that, 
the fame Circumftances dill fubfifting, I dill alfo flattered 
myfelf with your further Ccnfideration and Indulgence; 
but the Month of January being now well advanced, 
without any Reply, or my hearing of any Orders being 
ifiued with regard to me, 1 mud once more take the 
Liberty to trouble you, that I may know your final and 
peremptory Refolution, which, when I receive, I am re- 
folve*d to obey and conform to with theutmoft Expedition 
pofilble. 

My Lord and Gentlemen, When before I had the 
Honour to addrefs you, I endeavoured to date my Cafe 
to you in the beft and mod diftinCt Manner I was 
capable of, which I am afraid was badly enough, feeing 
that it feems to have had fo very little EfteCt ; ’tis true, 
my Intention then was rather to create your favour and 
Indulgence, than with dear and folid Arguments to

Requeft of the Minifters, that we Ihould impofe fuch 
Reftridbons; and we thought Compliance but reafon- 
able, as we were well affured that the Revenue had 
fuffered from the Excefs to which thefe Pradtiees were 
carried. 

In one Inftance, however, we have taken the

add the late Refolution of this Committee, regarding

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We flail for the prelent obferve to you, that every one 
of our Servants, concerned in this 'I rade, has been 
guilty of a Breach of his Covenants, and a pi obedience 
to our Orders. In your Confutations of the 3 d of 
May , we find, among the various extortionate 1 radices, 
the moft extraordinary one of Burjaur, or forcing the 
Natives to buy Goods beyond the Market Price, which

veftinent; therefore we dired you to make a rigid Scru¬ 
tiny into this Affair, that we may know if any of our 
Servants, or thofe employed under them, have been 
guilty of fuch a Breach of Truft, that their Names and 
all the Circumftances may be known to us. 

12. We alfo order you to give us the particular In- 
ftances, which have confirmed you in your Opinion, 
that the Burjaut has been pradifed, that we may know 
whofe Agents they were, and whether the Agents who 
pradifed it were countenanced and proteded in it by 
their Matters. 

13s Mr. 'Jahnftone s Minute, on Confutation the 2lift 
July 1764, cannot efcape our Notice; wherein he fays, 
« the Support of thefe, and our other Privileges, in 
“ their full Extent, againft the Ufurpations of the late 
“ Nabob, engaged us in this unhappy War, and after 
« fo many valuable Lives loft in the Defence of them, 
“ I flir.ll ever be againft parting with them, or hazard- 
“ ing the Lofs of them, without greater and better 
« Caufe than has yet appeared, and tijl after we have 
« fyund by Experience, that all other Remedies are in 
11 vain.” 

14. As the Privileges here meant principally relate to 
the unwarranted Inland Trade, in which our own Ser¬ 
vants have been fo generally concerned, greatly to the 
Prejudice of th6 Company, by involving their Affairs 
in Diftrdfes and Difficulties, and manifeftly injurious to 
the Country Government, of which every one of you 
cannot but be fully ferifible; we fay we cannot avoid 
taking Noriee of the fiid Opinion, as by it Mr. Jobn- 
Jlcne feems to perfevere at all Events to prefer the private 


refpeds the faid Inland Trade.—If Mr. John ft one con¬ 
tinues in thefe Sentiments, as from the general Tenor 
of his Condud we have tuo much Reafon to apprehend, 
he cannot but be looked upon as a dangerous Servant i 
therefore if he, or any other Perfons, fball perfift in 
carrying on a Trade, which, as before oblcrved, has been 
attended with fo many bad Confequences, we would 
have him or them difmiiled the Company’s Service. 

15. We fhall fay nothing further at prefect on the 
Inland Trade, till that important Subjed fhall have 
been taken up by Lord Clive, and the Gentlemen of the 
Seled Committee, only to obferve, that the Regulation 
propofed in Confutation 17th OBober 1764, of confin¬ 
ing the Trade of our Servants, in the Article of Sait, to 
the capital Cities of Patna, Dacca, and MooYjhednbad, 
on paying the Nabob 2 § per Cent, is a manifeft Difo- 
bedience of our Orders of the 8th February, then under 
your Deliberation, which pofitively forbid all Trade in 
Salt, Beetle Nut, and Tobacco; nor does it by any 
Means obviate the Objedions arifing from the Diftreis 
of the Poor, and the Injury to his Revenues; for if you 
pay only 2 f fer Cent, and the Country People 20, or 
perhaps 40 per Cent. it is as much a Monopoly as ever. 

16. * For other iicenfed Trade, we think it necefiary 
to eftablifh, That all Trade to be carried on within the 
Provinces, where Fadories are eftablifhed, fhall be car¬ 
ried on by our Servants at fuch Fadories, and their 
Agents only, who fhall tranfadthe Bufinefs of our other 
Servants, on receiving the eftablifhed Commiftion; ahd 
on any Refufal to accept fuch Commiftion, or any Ten ¬ 
dency to monopolize, the Servants of Calcutta, or other 
Farts, are at Liberty to fend their own Black Gomaltahs;

But although our Duty obliges us to pay the 
l Obedience to your peremptory Orders for abo- 
„ a Trade to which you exprefs fo ftrong an Aver- 
„v.n* the fame Duty requires we (hould freely offer our 
Sentiments upon a SubjeCt in which we think your im¬ 
mediate Intereft, the Good of the Service, and tne 
public Welfare, are deeply concerned. The honourable 
Court of Directors, and indeed the whole Body of Pro¬ 
prietors, found it neceflary to reftrain by Covenants 
their Civil and Military Servants from receiving thofe 
Advantages, to which they had for many Years,been 
accuftomed* it is likewife propofed, in order that you 
may enjoy the real Fruits of your late Acquifmons, to 
make fucK an Increafe of Inveftment, particularly iii 
Silk, as will effectually deprive your Servants of the 
ufual Benefits arifing from private Trade * farther, that 
the Revenues may not be injured in any Degree, they 
are prohibited from lending Money at a higher Kate of 
Intereft than 12 per Cent, per Annum', and a Trade by 
Sea, in the Manufactures of the Country, being the 
only remaining Channel for the Exertion of Induftry, that 
likewife is cloaked up by thofe Shoals of Free Mer¬ 
chants annually tmpnr^d j who being incumbered with 
no public Bufinefs, nor com«*id m Refidence in Bengal, 
can carry on a Free Trade with every Port in India to 
much greater Advantage than your Servants. 

22. Taking all thefe Circumfiances kuo Confidera- 
tionf reflecting alfo upon the great Increafe of Luxury 
of late Years, in confequence of the Hidden Influx of 
Wealth, and that it will not be practicable for a Time, 
to reduce the Charges of Living to the prefent Means 
of fupporting thofe Charges, we adopted, in confe¬ 
quence of your Permiflion, the Plan of a regulated and

croachments on their natural Rights, of which they, have 
with too- much Reafon complained. V 

23. Our Letter by the Camden, and Proceedings by 
the Cruttenden , will explain to you the Regulations in 
the original Plan of the Society, which took place in 
the Month of September laft. Under thefe Regulations 
the Trade can fcarce be confidered in the odious Light 
of a Monopoly, fince we are rather the Agents for ma¬ 
nufacturing the Salt, than the Proprietors of the Trade* 
it is fold in Calcutta to the Natives only, and to the utter 
Exclufion of all Europeans, at an eafier Rate than it 
could ever be procured when under Management of 
the Government, before we were admitted to any Par¬ 
ticipation : the Natives tranfport it to all the different 
Parts of the Country, under iuch Limitations that it 
muff reach the Hands of the Confumer at a Hated and 
moderate Price* hereby the People fenfibly feel the 
Juftice and Lenity of our Government* and your Ser¬ 
vants, who have attained the higheH Stations, after a 
Courfe of many Years fpent in this unfavourable Cli¬ 
mate, reap the Reward of their Services, and enjoy die 
Means ot iecurin^ that Independence to which they have 
fo equitable a Claim. 

24. We are now directed totally to renounce all Share 
in, and Benefit arifing from, this Trade* itmuH be made 
over to *he Natives* the Government rauft of courfe 
come into Poflcflion * nor can it be carried on otherwise 
than upon the ancient Footing of farming it out to Mi¬ 
nified, Officers, Favourites, and Dependants on die 
Government * who will rear immenfe Fortunes upon the 
Oppreftiem and Ruin of the Public, in Defpite of our 
urmofi Influence and Endeavours. Thefe are at prefent

ture Deliberation, I have found rone lb convenient, 
proper, or equitable, as the l lade in Salt. If you 
grant a Commiflion upon the Revenues, the Sum will 
not only be large, but known to the World* the Al¬ 
lowance being publicly afeertained, every Man’s Pro¬ 
portion will at Times be the Occafion of much Dif- 
courfe, Envy, and Jealoufy * the Great will interfere in

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your Appointments, and Noblemen will perpetually 
folicit you to provide for the younger Branches of their 
Families; a Commiffion upon your Inveftments, whe¬ 
ther upon the Provifion in Bengal or upon the Sales in 
Europe , is liable to the fame Objections; but if you al¬ 
low your Servants the Liberty of benefiting themfelves

20. 4th. It will be looked upon as a Profit artfing 
from Trade, and not from the Pockets of the Company; 
which might be urged, if Rewards were given out of 
the Revenues; but here you can affert, that this In¬ 
dulgence, the only equitable one you have to grant, is 
in Confideration of the large Inveftments ordered, which, 
if complied with, mufl: fwallow up the Trade of Indi¬ 
viduals; and indeed, if this Indulgence be properly 
proportioned, all thofe Servants, who by their Age and 
Standing are entitled to Emoluments, would have no 
Reafon to complain, even were they altogether excluded 
from every Article of Trade which can interfere with the 
Company’s Inveftment. L * 

21. ydu Ghouid the Salt Trade be carried on by the 
Company, the great unavoidable Advance made for that 
Purpofe, out of their Treafury in Bengal, would lower 
the Intereft of Money lb confiderably as to be of infinite 
Prejudice to thofe Individuals, who, having no Trade, to 
depend upon, fubfift chiefly upon the Intereft: of their 
Capitals there; and it is to be obferved, that the high 
Intereft has kept a great Quantity of private .Treafure 
in India, which would otherwife have been lent Home in 
Bulk long ago. 

a a. It is an erroneous Opinion, that Salt was formerly 
an open Trade. It ever was and ever mufl be a Mono¬ 
poly : Some great Favourite or Favourites always had 
the Whole in their own Hands; for which they not only 
paid an annual Peifcaih, or Acknowledgment in Money, 
to the Subah, but likewife gave confidcrable Prefents, 
both in Money and in Curiofitics, to him and to his Mi- 
nifter: But the Natives can have no juft Caufe of Com¬ 
plaint, provided they be furnifhed with this Article upon 
more reafonable Terms than formerly, which will cer¬ 
tainly be the Cafe, if the Plan fent Home by the 
Cruttenden be adopted, with a few Amendments. 

2,5. The Salt Trade Ihould, in my Opinion, be con¬ 
firmed to the SeleCt Committee, the Council, the Field 
Officers, and the Senior and Junior Merchants; the 
Writers Ihould be confidered merely as Apprentices for 
Five Years, and not allowed any mercantile Indulgence 
what foe vet, neither by Duftuck, nor by any other 
Means, directly or indirectly; but then their Pay, or 
Allowances horn the Company, Ihould be fo far in- 


Creafed as to admit of a comfortable Subfiftence; when 
they become FaCtors, they ihould be permitted the Li¬ 
berty to trade, and Duftucks ihould be granted to them, 
as an Indulgence; when they arrive at the Rank of Junior 
Merchants, they will then be entitled to Shares in the 
Salt Trade. 

24. Tobacco, which was ufua’Jy included in the 
Idea of the Salt and the Beetle Nut Trade, was given 
up to the Committee, and left as an Article in common: 
The Beetle Nut, in my Opinion, fhoule. likewife be 
given up; and though by thefe Means, the Atyantages of 
thofe, who are allowed the exclufive Trade in Salt, will 
be much lefiened, yet there will remain a Sufl>; enC y^ 

It is however to be remembered, that both theit Ar¬ 
ticles ought to pay confiderable" Duties to the Govern¬ 
ment, more efpecially the Beetle Nut, as lias always bee* 
cuftomary. 

25. If the Salt Plan be adopted, I think the Go¬ 
vernor’s Commiffion ihould continue upon its prefent 
Footing. 

26. The Supervifor of the Revenues ihould attend to 
that Bufinefs only, and therefore ihould be entirely ex¬ 
cluded from Trade, in like Manner with the Governor; 
but as a Compenfation, he ought to be allowed a 
Proportion, equal to the Second, in Salt. 

27. The Second ihould be allowed Three Shares; 
the Supervifor of the Revenues Three Shared; the

and Sub*fecretaries, Accountants and Sub-accountants, 
-Chaplains, ( 3 c. will rejoice to go Abroad, upon being 
admitted to ihare in the Salt Trade: Many Conveni¬ 
encies will hereby arife to the Company, and this'one in 
particular, that you can engage Men of real Merit to ac¬ 
cept of your Service, without appearing to reward them 
immediately with the Company’s Money. 

29. Your Servants in general will, I hope, entertain 
a juft Senfe of your Indulgence on Whs Head ; and I 
would have it ever confident as an Indulgence due only 
to merit in Station : When the ConduCt of thofe entitled 
to Shares, by their Rank or Standing, lhall happen to 
fall under your Ccnfure, an Abridgment of, or Sufpen- 
fion from, thefe Emoluments, will be the ready Means 
of inflicting Punifhment; and a temporary Increafe will, 
at the fame Time be a no lefs obvious Method of re¬ 
gulating Rewards, to thofe who lhall deferve well upon 
any particular Occafion, or approve themfelves to be of 
diftinguiihed Merit in the Service 

30. I doubt much whether Sujah Dowla’s Country 
can furniih any Thing of Confequencc for your Inveft¬ 
ments; Bettea and Napaul produce Gold, Caffia, and 
Elephants Teeth; but I believe not in great Quantity. 
The Increafe of your Inveftments in Bengal, muft- be the 
Refult of the Enquiry .and diligent Search of able difih- 
terefted Servants; inlpired with a true Senfe of Honour 
and Zeal for your Service, they may effeCt great Things; 
and I think that the Indulgence of the Salt Trade will 
probably anfwer tiiofe defirable Purpofes.

I learn, and with Surprize, that you intend tj lay 
open the Salt Trade, receiving only a Duty of Ten u- 
pecs upon every Hundred Maund, at the Collariei or 
Places where the Salt is made. tv- 

Permit me to repeat to you, that the Trade in j ialt 
was always a Monopoly ; Ceja fVazeed, and other Ij ler- 
chants long before him, giving to the Nabob a^d his 
Minifters, near (£.200,000) Two hundred thoufand 
Pounds per Annum , in Money and Prefents, for the 
exclufive Privilege. The Natives never had the Ad¬ 
vantages you now propofe to give them, and will be 
greatly aftonilhed at fo unexpected and extraordinary an 
Indulgence. 

Honourable the Committee 
of Correfpondence, c. 

Although you may think proper to deprive your Ser¬ 
vants of thofe Advantages, which I fo ftrongly recom¬ 
mended in my Minute in Committee, upon the SubjeCt 
of new modelling the Salt-Trade j yet I cannot help 
taking the Liberty torequeftyou will mod maturely deli¬ 
berate upon your prefent Plan, before you iflue an Order 
which will deprive the Company of Three hundred 


thoufand Pounds (£. 300,600) per Annum, a Sum which* 
I am of Opinion, they are juftly entitled to, if they re¬ 
ceive the Benefits lately received by their Servants, and 
the Duties which the Select Committee had allotted to 
them upon this Trade; whereas the Company, by your 
laying the Trade open, and taking only Ten Rupees per 
Hundred Maund, will receive only (£. 31,500) Thirty- 
one thoufand Five hundred Pounds. 

I muft farther prefume to obferve to you, that, even

Black Merchants. 

It was only by Accident that I became acquainted with 
your Intentions. I am entirely a Stranger to the Con¬ 
tents of the Letters, which are now upon the Point of 
being difpatched, by the Admiral 1Catfott, to the Go¬ 
vernor and Council, and to the SeleCt Committee, of 
Bengal^ but I hope this Reprefentation will reach you 
in good Time, that you may re-confider an ObjeCt fo 
very important to the Company’s Intereft.

88. XJiT E have taken your Plan for conduding the 
* v Salt Trade, as contained in your Proceedings 
of the 8th September 1766, into our moft ferious Confe¬ 
deration ; and having revifed all that we and you have 
wrote, on the SubjeCI: of the Inland Trade in general, 
and of Salt in particular, we are the more convinced of 
the abfolute Neceffity of excluding all Perfons whatfo- 
ever, excepting the Natives only, from being concerned 
therein; and we accordingly hereby ratify and confirm 
the Orders we gave in our Letters, of the 19th February, 
and 17th May, 1766, That no Company’s Servant, 
Free Merchant, or any European, fhall, in any Mode 
or Shape whatfoever, either by themfelves or Agents, 
diredly or indiredly, trade in, or be concerned in carry¬ 
ing on an Inland Trade, in Salt, Beetle Nut, Tobacco, 
or in any other Articles produced and confumed in the 
Country ? and fuch Trade is hereby abfolutely abolifhed, 
and put a final End to, agreeable to our before-men¬ 
tioned Orders; and further, if any of the before- 
deferibed Perfons fhall, direCtly or indireCtly, carry on, 
or be concerned in fuch Inland Trade, or in farming the 
Collaries, or making Salt; if a Company’s Servant, he 
is to be immediately difmifled the Company’s Service, 
and from all others the Company’s Prote&ion is to be 
forthwith withdrawn.

90. Paft Experience has fb imprefifed Us with the Idea

115. The ample Provifion here affigned to the Com¬ 
mander in Chief, affures him of an honourable Compe¬

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Attention to their Duty, and the preventing all Frauds 
and Abufes in the Expences of the Army. 

116. The Allowance made to the reft of the Field 
Officers are fuch as put our Service on a more advanta- 
tageous Footing than any other Military Service in the 
'World, and gives them the Piofpcdt of improving their 
Fortunes by a gradual Progreflion. 

117. After all the Allowances are made to the Com¬ 
pany’s principal Civil and Military Servants, as before 
directed, a confiderable Proportion of the 2\ per Cent. 
Commiffion will remain unappropriated; in order there¬ 
fore to encourage the reft of the Company’s Military 
Officers, and to reriiove every Complaint of Reduction 
of Double Batta, we have thought proper to make them, 
over and above their prefent eftablifbed Pay, the follow¬ 
ing Allowances, by Way of Donation or Gratuity only, 
and which are to be paid them accordingly; viz.

• I received the Minutes of the Right honourable 
the Prefident, and the other Three Members of the 
Committee, forwarded to me from the Secretary under 
Date the 24th June. 

The Reafom why I declined entering on any Defence 
before the Committee, as my Judges, I have already, 
in Part, mentioned in my Minute: I could not, in 
•Juftice to myfelf, fubmit to be tried and judged by the 
Committee, who acted fo much as Parties and Profecu- 
tors. The Methods ufed by them to get Evidence 
againft me, appeared fo great a Violation of that Liberty 
and Freedom, that as a Briton I had a Right to, that 
I could hope for no impartial Juftice from thofe who 
fet out in a Manner fo totally fubvertive of the Laws 
and Liberty of the Subject. Could I hope, that thofe 
Gentlemen, who would confine, under Military Guards, 
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in the moft rigorous and terrifying Manner, the Men 
they thought intruded with my Secrets ; and that under 
thefe undue Influences would oblige them to violate 
their Truft, Faith, and Gratitude, and to give Anfwers to 
enfnare themfelves, or injure their Benefactors, would not 
efteem fuch Evidence, even fo obtained, fufficient handle 
to purfuc their Deflgns againft me, and to adjudge me 
culpable : When I faw Mahomed keza Cawn, and Juggut 
Seet, Men who had a few Days before acknowledged the 
higheft Obligations to me, and Dependance on my 
Friendfhip to fave their Plonour and Pofts, and curry 
Favour, led to relate and fwear, without being con¬ 
fronted, or even examined in our Hearing, to Matters 
known to be falfe to the reft of the Gentlemen as well 
as to me, I objetted, and ftill objeft, and deny any 
Evidence fo procured: Neither could; I confider Nar¬ 
ratives extorted by Hope of Favour, or Fear of Dilgrace, 
as Complaints lodged againft me by the Men them¬ 
felves ; for Juggut Seet moft avowedly declares, at the 
Conclufton of this Narrative, That Enquiry being made 
of him by thefe Gentlemen (Undil EJHJJari i Sahiban) 
he has wrote the above, in which there is not a Word 
of Untruth, How well this Declaration agrees with 
the Profeffions of Satisfaction, and Offers of Service, the 
Seets had of their own Accord made in their Letter to me 
after my Return here, and when the expe&ed Com¬ 
mittee were arrived, 1 beg the unbiaffed to judge, 
from perufing their Letter, of which a Copy is herewith 
fent; and whether, if Juggut Seet had not been made to 
perceive how agreeable fuch a Charge would be to the 
Gentlemen of the Committee, he would ofhimfelf made 
any, or thought he had any good Caufe to complain of 
the Behaviour of the Deputation to him at the City. 
The Terror and Apprehenfion Mahomed Reza Cawn
